Eighty-Second Annual 
Convention 



FIRST DAY— Morning Session. 

St. Paul's Cathedral, Detroit, 
Wednesday, May 19, 1915, 10 a. m. 

In accordance with the Constitution of the Diocese and 
by the invitation of the Rector, Wardens and Vestry of St. 
Paul's Cathedral, Detroit, the Eighty-second Annual Con- 
vention met at the above time and place. 

The Bishop celebrated the Holy Communion in the 
church at 10 a. m., assisted by the Rev. S. S. Marquis, D D., 
Dean of the Cathedral, and the Rev. John McCarroll, M. D. 

In place of the sermon the Bishop read the memorial 
pages of his annual address. 

The oflfering, taken on behalf of the Emergency Fund 
of the General Board of Missions, amounted to $1,788.18, 
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which, with pledges and previous oflferings, made a total 
of $2,552.68 for the Emergency Fund. 

At the conclusion of the service the Bishop called the 
Convention to order in the Cathedral. The Secretary of 
the last Convention called the roll of clerical delegates ; the 
Assistant Secretary called the roll of lay delegates. There 
being a quorum of clerical and lay delegates present, the 
Bishop declared the Convention duly organized and ready 
for business. During the Convention 67 of the 73 clergy- 
men entitled to vote, 4 of the 12 clergymen not entitled to 
vote, and 99 delegates from 41 parishes and 9 delegates 
from 9 organized missions were present. 

The following resolution oflfered by the Chancellor of 
the Diocese, Mr. James Cosslett Smith, was adopted : 

Amendments to Rules of Order. 

Resolved, That the Rules of Order of the last Convention, 
amended as hereinafter specified, be made the Rules of Order of 
this Convention. 

Wherever Canon XVI is mentioned, change it to Canon XV. 

In Rule III, order number 12, strike out the words "Church 
Pension Fund" and insert in place thereof the following: "Report 
of the Committee on the State of the Church and the Report of the 
Diocesan Board of Religious Education," so that the order shall 
read : "12. The evening session of the Convention this day shall be 
devoted to the consideration of the report of the Committee on the 
State of the Church and the report of the Diocesan Board of Re- 
ligious Education and to such other business as may properly be 
brought before this session." 

In Rule V, Order Number 1, insert at the beginning as follows: 
"The special order for 3 :00 p. m. on Wednesday shall be the con- 
sideration of the proposed Church Pension Fund." 

"The special order for 3 :30 p. m. on Wednesday shall be the re- 
ceiving of communications from the Church Club of the Diocese of 
Michigan." Also insert the words "and Provisional Deputies" after 
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the word "Deputies" where it first occurs. From the same rule and 
order strike out the words "provided that this Diocese shall have 
consented to be included in said Province;" also strike out the 
words "four members of the Sunday School Commission" 
and insert in place thereof the following: "One clerical and one 
lay member of the Diocesan Board of Religious Education;" so 
that the order shall read : "The special order for 3 :00 p. m. 
on Wednesday shall be the consideration of the proposed Church 
Pension Fund. The special order for 3:30 p. m. on Wed- 
nesday shall be the receiving of communications from the 
Church Club of the Diocese of Michigan. The special order for 
4 :30 p. m. on Wednesday shall be the nomination of candidates for 
the following offices : The Treasurer of the Convention, the Regis- 
trar of the Diocese, the Standing Committee of the Diocese, the 
Trustees of the Protestant Episcopal Church for the Diocese of 
Michigan, and the Deputies and Provisional Deputies to the Synod 
of the Fifth Province, called the Province of the Mid-West, and 
at the meeting next preceding the Triennial meeting of the General 
Convention of the Protestant Episcopal Church, the Deputies and 
Provisional Deputies to the said General Convention. The election 
by ballot to the foregoing offices shall be the special order for 10:30 
a. m. on Thursday. The President shall appoint Tellers iot the elec- 
tion; they shall receive and count the votes for the several candi- 
dates for each office and shall report the result to the President, 
who shall declare them to the Convetition. The candidate or candi* 
dates for each office receiving the highest number of votes, not less 
than a majority, shall be declared elected. The seven lay members 
of the Missionary Committee, and one clerical and one lay member 
of the Diocesan Board of Religious Education shall be elected, after 
nomination by special nominating committees, either viva voce or 
by ballot." 

RULES OF ORDER. 

I. Each session shall be opened with prayer; the morning ses- 
sion of each day with the t)aily Morning Prayer. The morning 
sessions (except on the first day) shall convene at 9 o'clock, and 
adjourn at 1 :00. The afternoon sessions shall convene at 2 :30 
o'clock and adjourn at 5 :00 o'clock. The evening session shall con- 
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vene at such time and place as this Convention shall determine. 

II. In case the Bishop withdraw from the sittings of the Con- 
vention, he shall appoint a Presbyter to preside during his absence. 

III. On the first day the order of business shall be as follows: 



First Day. 

1. The roll of the Clergy (see Canon I) shall be called by the 
Secretary, or, in his absence, by the Assistant Secretary. 

2. The roll of the Lay Delegates (see Canon II) shall in like 
manner be called; and, if a constitutional quorum of those appearing 
to be entitled to sit and vote in both orders be present, the President 
shall declare the Convention organized for business. 

3. The Bishop's Address shall then be in order, unless he shall 
elect to deliver it at another time. 

4. The Committee on the Credentials of Lay Delegates shall 
report to the Convention any irregular or defective certificates which 
it may have received, and the Convention shall decide the question of 
admitting to membership the delegates therein named. 

5. The Secretary shall be elected by ballot, and may appoint an 
Assistant, subject to the approval of the Convention. 

6. If the Treasurer of the Convention be absent, a Treasurer 
pro tern shall be elected viva voce, 

7. The President shall make appointments to fill any vacancies 
existing in the Standing Committees and Commissions of the Con- 
vention specified in Canon XV. 

8. The Report of the Committee on the Admission of Parishes 
and Missions into Union with the Convention shall be presented. 

9. The Reports of the Standing Committee of the Diocese, the 
Treasurer of the Convention, and the Trustees of the Protestant 
Episcopal Church for the Diocese of Michigan, shall be presented, 
and, with the exception of the Report of the Standing Committee, 
shall be referred to the appropriate committees. 

10. The Report and Accounts of the Missionary Committee 
shall be presented and referred to the appropriate committee for 
auditing, the needs of the missionary work of the Diocese shall be 
considered, and action shall be taken for raising money to carry on 
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that work, as prescribed in the canon concerning apportionments for 
Diocesan Missions. 

11. Miscellaneous business. 

12. The evening session of the Convention this day shall be 
devoted to the consideration of the Report of the Committee on 
the State of the Church and the Report of the Diocesan Board of 
Religious Education, and to such other business as may properly 
be brought before this session. 

Second and Subsequent Days. 

IV. On the second and each subsequent day the order of busi- 
ness shall be as follows : 

1. The Roll of the Clergy and Lay Delegates called. 

2. Reading of the minutes of the previous day. 

3. Reports of Standing Committees and Commissions of 

the Convention in their order in Canon XV. 

4. Reports of Special Committees. 

5. Report of the Registrar of the Diocese. 

6. Appointment by the President, of the Standing Commit- 

tees and Commissions of the Convention, in accord- 
ance with the provisions of Canon XV. 

7. Miscellaneous Business. 

Special Orders. 

V. 1. The special order for 3:00 p. m. on Wednesday shall be 
the consideration of the proposed Church Pension Fund. The 
special order for 3 :30 p. m. on Wednesday shall be the receiving 
of communications from the Church Club of the Diocese of Michi- 
gan. The special order for 4:30 p. m. on Wednesday shall be the 
nomination of candidates for the foHbwing offices: The Treasurer 
of the Convention, the Registrar of the Diocese, the Standing Com- 
mittee of the Diocese, the Trustees of the Protestant Episcopal 
Church for the Diocese of Michigan, and the Deputies and Provi- 
sional Deputies to the Synod of the Fifth Province, called the Prov- 
ince of the Mid- West, and at the meeting next preceding the Tri- 
ennial meeting of the General Convention of the Protestant Episco- 
pal Church, the Deputies and Provisional Deputies to the said 
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General Convention. The election by ballot to the foregoing offices 
shall be the special order for 10:30 a. m. on Thursday. The Presi- 
dent shall appoint Tellers for the election; they shall receive and 
count the votes for the several candidates for each office and shall 
report the result to the President, who shall declare them to the 
Convention. The candidate or candidates for each office receiving 
the highest number of votes, not less than a majority, shall be de- 
clared elected. The seven lay members of the Missionary Com- 
mittee, and one clerical and one lay member of the Diocesan Board 
of Religious Education shall be elected, after nomination by special 
nominating committees, either viva voce or by ballot. 

2. The President shall appoint a committee which shall cause to 
be printed a sufficient number of ballots, each of which shall bear 
the names of all the candidates for each of the offices before enum- 
erated and the designation of the parish or mission to which each 
candidate belongs, and shall indicate how many, if more than one, 
are to be elected to each office. Such committee shall also cause to 
be prepared an alphabetical list of the clergymen entitled to vote 
and an alphabetical list of the parishes and missions in union with 
the Convention and not disfranchised by Article VI of the Consti- 
tution, bearing with the name of each parish and mission the names 
of its Lay Delegates and Alternates, which shall be used as tally lists 
for the purpose of checking the votes in the election. 

General Rules. 

VI. Before the final adjournment of the Convention, the min- 
utes of the session about to close shall be read and corrected, signed 
by the President and attested by the Secretary. 

VII. All resolutions and reports shall be reduced to writing, 
and no motion shall be considered as before the Convention until it 
is seconded; and when seconded it shall be stated by the President. 

VIII. When a question is under consideration, no motion shall 
be received unless to lay it upon the table, to postpone it to a certain 
time, to postpone it indefinitely, to commit, or to amend it, and 
motions for any of these purposes shall have precedence in the order 
herein named. If a motion to lay on the table an amendment be 
carried, the matter before the Convention shall be proceeded with as 
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if no such amendment had been offered. The motion to lay on the 
table and to adjourn shall be decided without debate. The motion 
to adjourn shall always be in order. 

IX. A question being decided, shall not be reconsidered at the 
same Annual Session without the consent of two- thirds of the mem- 
bers present, nor without the motion for that purpose being made by 
one of the majority on the prior decision. 

X. Every member present when a motion is put shall vote 
thereon, unless excused by the Convention. 

XI. On the requisition of any two members, the yeas and nays 
shall be called and entered on the journal. (Concerning the vote by 
Orders, see Constitution, Art. VII.) 

XII. All committees shall be appointed by the President unless 
otherwise ordered by the Convention. 

XIII. When a member desires to speak, he shall rise and ad- 
dress the President in an audible voice. If more than one member 
rise, the President shall determine the preference. 

XIV. No- member shall speak twice on the same subject without 
leave of the Convention. 

XV. No member shall withdraw from the Convention without 
permission of the President, or leave asked and voted. 

XVI. These Rules of Order, once adopted, shall not be sus- 
pended, unless by a vote of two-thirds of the members present ; nor 
shall any of them be changed or rescinded, except on one day's 
notice of motion to that effect.

The hour for the report of the Pension Fund Commit- 
tee having arrived, the report was presented and the reso- 
lutions contained therein were adopted. In order to give 
the required time for the presenting and discussion of this 
report, the special orders of the day for 3 :30 and 4 :30 p. m. 
were postponed indefinitely. 

Report of the Committee on the Church Pension Fund. 

The Committee on the Church Pension Fund appointed at the 
last Convention to take into consideration the relation that the 
Diocese of Michigan should hear to the Church Pension Fund, and 
report at this Convention, begs leave to report as follows: 

1. The Church Pension Fund as approved by the General Con- 
vention at its last meeting proposes to give the following annuities 
and benefits : 

(A) An annuity, upon retirement at 68, of one and one-quarter 
of one per cent, of the average stipend multiplied by the number of 
years of service, with a minimum annuity of $600. For continuous 
service from 28 to 68 this will mean half of the average stipend. 

(B) A disability benefit to those disabled before the age of 
68 equal to forty per cent, of the average stipend for the last five

years, to last during the continuance of the disability and to be not 
less than $600. 

(C) An annuity to the widow of a clergyman dying in active 
service or after retirement equal to one-half that the husband would 
have been entitled to during their marriage with a minimum of $300 
a year, provided that the marriage took place before the husband's 
retirement. 

(D) Annuities for minor orphans of a clergyman graduated 
according to age : $100 for each child under seven ; $200 for each 
child between seven and fourteen; $300 for each dependent minor 
over fourteen, provided that the combined annuities to widow and 
orphans shall not exceed the annuity that the husband would have 
been entitled to. The Trustees of the Church Pension Fund hope 
that they will not have to insist upon this point. 

2. The plan proposed approved by the General Convention in 
1913 and approved by our own Convention in 1914, is the first at- 
tempt to put the Pensions of the clergy upon a sound financial basis, 
and while it will take forty years to bring the plan into full opera- 
tion, it nevertheless gives to the clergy of the Church during all that 
time the assurance of better provision for the future than now and 
puts every clergyman upon an equal plane without regard to his 
Diocesan Canonical residence. 

3. The cost of the annuities and benefits is placed upon the 
source from which the stipend or any part of it is paid, Diocese, 
Missionary Board, Parish, Mission, the total cost to the Diocese 
being approximately $7,437.00 per annum. Deducting from that 
amount the income available from the Aged and Infirm Clergy 
Fund now invested, $2,204.00, leaves the net sum of $5,233.00 to be 
raised from the sources mentioned above. The sum due from each 
source has been compiled and furnished to such source in the cir- 
cular letter requesting action concerning the same. 

Inasmuch as the proposed plan presents the only valid assurance 
of any adequate provision for death, disability, or old age, your 
Committee presents the following resolutions and recommends their 
adoption : 

Resolved, That the Diocese of Michigan enter the Church Pen- 
sion Fund and become a part thereof, if the necessary number of 
Dioceses concur. 
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Resolved, That the Treasurer, Board of Missions and any other 
agency of the Diocese paying any part of the stipends of the Bishop 
and clergy be and are hereby directed to pay the sums required by 
the Church Pension Fund, when said fund is legally e.stablished. 

Resolved, That the Trustees of the Diocese be and are hereby 
instructed to pay the annual income of all Funds held by them for 
the Aged and Infirm Clergy Fund, to the Church Pension Fund, 
when said Fund is legally established. 

Resolved, That the Committee on Canons be and is hereby in- 
structed to present to this Convention a Canon and such changes in 
Canons as shall be necessary to make these resolutions effective.

The special order of the day for 3 :30 p. m., the receipt 
of Church Club communications, was taken up. The report 
of the special committee of the Church Club in regard to 
the General Convention of 1919 was accepted and the reso- 
lution contained therein adopted. 

Report of Special Committee of the Church Club on the Gen- 
eral Convention, 1919. 

To the Eighty-Second Annual Convention of the Diocese of 
Michigan : 

The Board of Governors of the Church Club have discussed to 
a considerable extent the possibility and feasibility of securing for 
this Diocese (to be held in. the City of Detroit) the Triennial Con- 
vention of the Protestant Episcopal Church in 1919. To that end it 
appointed early in this year a committee to study the question, 
ascertain the financial cost of such an undertaking, as well as the 
amount of work involved in its preparation. From the information 
which the Committee has obtained, it would seem to them that 
something between twelve and fifteen thousand dollars would be 
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needed to adequately entertain the General Convention. There 
would be as well the question of whether or not a suitable place for 
entertaining the Convention could be secured, in addition to the 
large amount of work which the preparation for a three weeks' 
session would entail. 

On February 23rd this Committee presented the question with 
the result of its study to the general membership of the Club, which 
unanimously adopted the following resolution: 

Resolved, That the Church Club of the Diocese of Michigan is 
favorably inclined towards the idea of endeavoring to bring the 
Triennial Convention of the Protestant Episcopal Church of 
America to the City of Detroit in 1919, and that 

It respectfully requests the Convention of the Diocese of Michi- 
gan to appoint a committee to consult with the Committee of the 
Board of Governors regarding such action, for the purpose of sub- 
mitting the question to the Annual Convention of 1916 for final 
action at that time. 

We would respectfully bring to the attention of this Convention 
the fact that the appointment of such committee would not finally 
commit the Convention and the Diocese at this time to the proposed 
undertaking. The desire of the Board of Governors is simply that 
the Committee of Convention and the Committee of the Church 
Qub, co-operating, may ascertain the mind of the individual 
parishes and missions of the Diocese and also of the individual 
churchmen throughout the Diocese in regard to holding the Con- 
vention in Detroit in 1919, to secure some idea as to whether or not 
the amount of money necessary to such an undertaking can be 
raised, etc. 

In order to bring this matter properly before the Convention we 
offer the following resolution : 

Resolved, That this Convention accept and adopt the suggestion 
of the Church Club of the Diocese of Michigan and request the 
Chair to appoint a committee consisting of two clergymen and one 
layman to co-operate with the Committee of the Church Club and 
report to the Convention in 1916. 

The Bishop appointed as the special committee asked 
for in the above resolution Rev. W. D. Maxon, D. D., Rev. 
Henry Tatlock, D. D., and Mr. W. S. Fish, of Saginaw. 
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Rev. Dr. Marquis presented on behalf of the Club its 
plan for parish institutes and appealed to the clerical mem- 
bers of the Convention for their co-operation in this pro- 
posed new work. 

The question of adopting a uniform system of parish 
accounts, presented by a special committee of the Church 
Club, was referred to a special committee consisting of Mr. 
D. P. Sullivan of Detroit, Mr. F. E. Beard of Port Huron, 
and Mr. M. F. Cottrell of Jackson. 

The hour of 5 p. m. having arrived, adjournment of the 
Convention was postponed indefinitely. 

The special order of the day for 4:30 p. m. was taken 
up and the following nominations were made :

Committee on Nomination of the Missionary Commit- 
tee presented the following names: Mr. D. P. Sullivan, 
Mr. F. J. Weber, Mr. R. McClelland Brady and Mr. C. A.

On motion, the report of the committee was 
adopted and the above named gentlemen declared elected. 

On motion, the Rules of Order were suspended and the 
report of the Missionary Committee was postponed until 
Thursday morning. 

The report of the Special Committee on Church Archi- 
tecture was accepted and the Canon accompanying the re- 
port was referred to the Committee on Canons. 

Report of the Committee on Church Architecture. 

To the Eighty-Second Annual Convention: 

The Committee appointed by the Bishop at the last Conven- 
tion, to consider the matter of establishing a Church Architecture 
Commission in the Diocese of Michigan, begs leave to submit the 
following report: 

The matter of a Church Architecture Commission was first 
brought up in the American Church in the Diocese of Newark in 
1906. The following year they adopted the canon establishing such 
a Commission which has been in successful operation ever since. 
Since that time Commissions have been created in the Dioceses of 
Pennsylvania, New Jersey, Bethlehem, Maine, Los Angeles, and 
Oregon, while similar canons are this year being presented to the 
conventions of New York and Michigan with several other states. 

May we explain briefly that there are two general functions of 
a Church Architecture Commission. The first is to control, so far 
as possible, the architectural fitness of church buildings erected in 
the Diocese. The second is to provide experienced counsel and 
advice as to constructional details such as costs, materials and 
workmanship. 

There is no necessity to prove the value of controlling the 
architectural fitness of church buildings erected in the Diocese. In 
the first place, the floor plans of buildings, the manner of laying 
them out, should be done under the guidance of those who can 
advise as to the most churchly plans to follow, the most convenient 
arrangements for the use of the Episcopal Church. Very few of 
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our church buildings in Michigan are without some bkinders of 
planning (which could have been prevented by such a Commission 
as we propose), such as poor use of the available space, and large 
areas of wasted space. 

Again in the style of architecture used, and in the proper or 
improper use of it, there is another large field for such a Commis- 
sion. The usual style for Church buildings is "Gothic," and it is 
most fitting. Gothic Architecture, and especially English Gothic, is 
the result of one of those rare events in human history, which is 
as mysterious and wonderful as the touch of the Holy Spirit, For 
twice in recorded history, and once before it began, a nation of 
artizans suddenly became a race of consummate artists. Every 
common stone cutter was able to work miracles in stone; the sort 
of work, like the work of every genius, which baffles imitation or 
reproduction. Just as suddenly they lost their gifts and their almost 
superhuman artistry, and became again mere mechanics. And we 
have been mere mechanics since their time, and the best we can do 
is to follow their examples. It is mere folly for us today to attempt 
to develop a style of architecture of our own, for our genius does 
not lie in this direction. Here then is a great work for a Church 
Architecture Commission. For we know nothing of Gothic art. Any 
school house or railroad station slanders Gothic art by using its 
name, if it only has pointed arches over its windows! Even 
churches with some pretensions to "Gothic" will contain features 
taken from every period of Gothic work, and you can probably find 
in it some Romanesque or Spanish Mission features too. With the 
exception of a few very expensive buildings, we have practically 
no examples of Gothic architecture in our American cities. It is no 
wonder that our laymen are entirely innocent in the matter, while 
the clergy will call a building pretty or ugly according to whether 
or not the brick work or the painting please the eye. The worst 
offenders are the architects. Nine out of ten of them have never 
made any study of Gothic architecture. They have made most of 
their living by designing dwelling houses, store fronts and an occas- 
ional school house. In designing a church, they think first of seat- 
ing capacity, next of cost and then, of creature comforts. If there 
is any money left when these are attended to they will then add a 
little architecture in the form of trimmings. The great sin of 
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architects is in thinking that architecture and beauty are of second- 
ary importance. They must learn, and a Church Architecture Com- 
mission will he^p them learn, that it is not necessary to sacrifice 
beauty to utility. They can both be put in the same building. You 
need not spend more money on a beautiful building than on an 
ugly one. The reason why one is ugly and the other beautiful is 
that in one the money is well spent and in the other it is mis-spent. 
It is not simply" the buildings which cost upwards of $50,000 which 
can be beautiful. A simple and beautiful building may be built for 
just as small a sum as is required for a monstrosity, and the latter 
may cost more in the end. Our little country chapels may be con- 
spicuous iFor their beauty, if we provide safeguards against poor 
architecture. We of the Episcopal Church have a responsibility in 
this matter. If we raise our standards, our brothers of other 
Churches will be taught to do likewise. A Commission such as we 
suggest, will do much in this direction. 

The other task of the Commission is to give council and advice 
in matters of construction. Many of our Parishes and Missions are 
today apologizing and explaining because their Church buildings 
were poorly constructed. They are also spending money, and 
ought to spend more, in repairing the damages done by time to poor 
materials and workmanship. There are so many ways such wastes 
may creep in. Often vestries and committees are not made up of 
men having any practical experience in building and are not com- 
petent to give intelligent attention to the work, even if they have 
the time to do it. Losses may be incurred by dishonest architects 
and contractors, carelessly drawn plans and loosely written specifica- 
tions, if there are any specifications at all, haphazard estimates, by 
wasted space and by cutting costs in wrong places, by the use of 
poor materials at high prices, and by a whole brood of tricks the 
experienced contractor is too often familiar with, by which the cost 
to him may be reduced. Now the Commission would be, of course, 
unable to stop all these losses, but it could save hundreds and per- 
haps thousands of dollars on each building, by inspection of sketches, 
plans, estimates and specifications. The need for experienced coun- 
cil and advice in these matters is manifestly very great. In the 
case of Missions receiving help from the Diocese the Commission 
could absolutely control the situation, but in the case of independent 
parishes it should act in an advisory capacity only. It could well 
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become so useful, however, that Parishes would be only too glad to 
look to it for help and council. 

We believe, therefore, that a Church Architecture Commission 
should be established in this Diocese, and in accordance with this 
opinion we submit the following canon, and urge its adoption by 
this Convention.

FIRST DAY— Evening Session. 

6:30 p. m. 

The Convention re-assembled in Palestine Lodge House. 
After dinner the Convention was called to order by the 
President. The President made a brief address setting 
forth the activities of the Church Club since its organiza- 
tion. 

The President informed the Convention that it had neg- 
lected to make nominations for members of the Trustees 
of the Diocese, and on motion the following nominations 
were made: Rt. Rev. Charles D. Williams, D. D., Mr. 
James T. Whitehead, Mr. W. T. DeGraflf, Dr. C. B. Burr, 
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Mr. Samuel Post, Mr. Dudley W. Smith, Mr. A. E. Sleeper, 
Mr. L. H. Paddock and Mr. C. H. Campbell. 

The report of the Committee on the State of the Church 
was received with the hearty thanks of th: Convention for 
the laborious and careful work which the committee had be- 
stowed upon it. 

Report of the Committee on the State of the Church. 

To the Eighty-second Annual Convention of the Diocese of Mich- 
igan : 

During the past year four new churches have been completed 
and occupied, St. Paul's Church. Lansing ; Grace Church, Standish ; 
St. Paul's Church, Romeo, and St. Mary's Church, Detroit. St. 
Paul's Church, Lansing, replaces an old and unsightly frame build- 
ing that has been a reproach to the Church in the Capital city of 
our State for many years. Too much credit cannot be given to the 
energy and ability of the present rector, whose engineering skill 
and structural knowledge enabled him to draw the plans and super- 
intend the construction of the new church. Grace Church, Standish, 
and St. Paul's Church, Romeo, establish the Church in towns where 
before there have been no buildings, and are due to the activity of 
the Rev. H. A. Daly in Romeo and Rev. J. H, Nimmo, M. D., at 
Standish. 

Some months ago the church at Henrietta was burned. This 
but served as a challenge to the energy and devotion of the parish- 
ioners who immediately set about rebuilding. A few weeks ago the 
Bishop laid the corner stone of the new church, and he expects to 
return in June to consecrate the church. This is made possible by 
individuals of the congregation assuming the indebtedness and giv- 
ing their personal notes to cover it. 

On Easter Tuesday the Bishop consecrated the new Goulden 
Memorial Chapel of Grace Church, Port Huron. 

All Saints Parish, Pontiac, has just completed a new brick 
rectory, which takes the place of the old frame structure. 

Our congratulations are extended to St. Paul's parish, Flint, 
which celebrated the seventy-fifth anniversary of the organization 
of the church. 
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Mariners' Church, Detroit, promises to become once more the 
center of active and useful church work. The trustees have turned 
the present plant over to the Bishop as a center for social work in 
the city. 

With 19 parishes and missions still to hear from, 1,540 baptisms 
have been reported. The total from all stations reported last year 
was 1,484. 

1,120 confirmations are reported. Last year from the whole 
diocese 1,079 were reported. 

Last year 17,576 communicants were reported. This year, with 
15 parishes and missions still to hear from, 21,184 communicants 
are credited to the diocese. 

We had 7,987 scholars in our Sunday Schools last year. This 
year there are reported 8,678, an increase of 691. 

On the whole this year shows a marked improvement over last 
year. 

Your Committee has done nothing more than collect and report 
the statistics for this year. 

The parishes and missions not reporting are: Grace, Belleville; 
St. Paul's, Brighton ; Grace, Jonesville ; Trinity, Mackinac ; St. John's, 
Port Austin ; St. Paul's, St. Clair ; Emmanuel, St. Louis ; 
St. John's, Sandusky; Ephphatha, Detroit; St. Thomas', Omer; St. 
Andrew's, Ithaca; St. John's, Grosse He. 

In his last annual address, the Bishop placed before the Con- 
vention certain facts regarding the Church in Detroit, with the 
recommendation that the matter be referred to the Committee on 
the State of the Church. He asked certain very direct questions. 

"Is the Church doing her full share in Christianizing this city? 
and if not, why not? and how may she do it?" 

The Bishop also suggested that this Committee extend their in- 
vestigations into the comparative statistics of the Church outside of 
Detroit. It was a heavy, task which we have tried to fulfil. 

We have tabulated the vital statistics of the Diocese outside of 
Detroit for forty years. 

With the aid of these tables and the census reports for the 
years 1880, 1890, 1900, 1910, covering a period of thirty years, we 
have computed the relative growth of population and communicants 
in the towns and cities outside of Detroit. 
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In addition we have presented certain other comparisons that 
seemed to us to be worthy of attention. 

The Church Club of the Diocese of Michigan has done approx- 
imately the same for the city of Detroit for a period of twenty 
years. We are indebted to them for the study of the Church in 
Detroit. 

Your Committee realize the imperfection of any estimate of the 
Church's condition based on statistics. Yet we believe the results 
of our study to be of sufficient importance to present to you for 
your consideration and action, should action be deemed necessary. 

We begin with the city of Detroit. 

In 1894 there were 217,876 people in Detroit. Today there are 
about 600,000. 

In 1894 there were 6,219 communicants of the Church in De- 
troit. Today there are 7,376. 

In these twenty years, while the city gained 382,124, more than 
doubling its population, the Episcopal Church gained only 1,157 
communicants — less than one communicant to every 300 people in 
increased population. 

In 1894, the Episcopal Church Sunday Schools in Detroit had 
an enrollment of 4,785 scholars. Today there are enrolled only 
3,541 scholars— a loss of 1,244 scholars. 

In 1894, there were 14 Parishes or organized Missions, and four 
unorganized Missions, making a total of 18 places of worship. After 
20 years, and to serve double the population, it has 18 Parishes, two 
organized, and two unorganized Missions, a total of 22. A gain 
of only four. 

In 1894 Detroit was the leader of its class, in having the highest 
percentage of communicants to the population. Today it is last. 
In Buffalo the percentage of increase in communicants was nearly 
three tirhes that of the percentage of increase in population. In 
Pittsburgh the Church grew approximately twice as fast as the 
population. In Cincinnati more than three times as fast. In Balti- 
more nearly three times as fast. In Cleveland the Church grew 
half as fast again as the population. In Detroit the Church has 
failed to grow as fast as the population. Detroit has grown 175% 
in population in 20 years. The Church has grown only 18% in com- 
municants. In the United States the Church has increased in com- 
municants 74%. In Detroit only 18%. 
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The influx of foreign population cannot be blamed, for the 
Methodist Church in the same period has grown 139% ; the Presby- 
terian Church 82% ; the Baptist Church 49% ; the Episcopal Church 
18%. 

These facts indicate a very decided deficiency in the Church's 
method of work. Not the -least serious of these facts is the de- 
crease in the number of scholars in the Church Sunday Schools of 
Detroit. It may well be that this accounts for the small gain 
of the Church compared with the population. It is a matter of 
surprise that Detroit under these conditions has gained even 18%. 

Three explanations may be given for this condition : 

1. Our people have no children. 

2. Our people do not send their children to our own Sunday 
Schools. 

3. Twenty years ago our Sunday Schools were more largely 
recruited from unattached families than today. In other words there 
was a more aggressive spirit then than now. 

Your Committee is under the impression that all three explana- 
tions enter into the condition confronting our Sunday Schools in 
Detroit. 

We offer no solution because it rather belongs to the Diocesan 
Board of Religious Education to work out. 

In answer to the Bishop's first question, we beHeve the Church 
is not doing her share in Christianizing the city. It would seem 
that the reason is to be found in the lukewarmness and lack of ag- 
gressive action on the part of our Church people. We need greater 
loyalty and devotion on the part of the great body of our Church 
people in Detroit. 

Your Committee present the following results of their study 
of the tabulated statistics of the Church outside of Detroit. Com- 
paring the statistics with the census reports for the 30-year period 
between 1880 and 1910 we find : 

In the five cities of 25,000 and over in 1910 the total increase 
in population was 184.4%. The increase in the number of com- 
municants for the same cities and during the same period was 
265.4%.

The growth in Lansing and Bay City is noteworthy, being re- 
spectively 681% and 436%. Saginaw shows a loss of 18% in com- 
municants, while the city has grown 68%. 

In five cities of between 10,000 and 25,000, the growth in popu- 
lation has been 133%, and in communicants 243.4%.

Only one city in this group has failed to keep pace with the 
growth in population. Pontiac, while increasing in population 321%, 
increased in communicants only 209%. 

In cities of between 5,000 and 10,000 population the total aver- 
age increase has been 133%. In communicants, .^87.5%. Cheboygan 
has increased in population 240%; in communicants 1,200%. Hills- 
dale and Monroe, while increasing 47% and 48% respectively in 
population, have lost in communicants 57% and 14%.

In cities of between 1,000 and 5,000 population, either the census 
reports have failed to give complete returns for the 30-year period 
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or the statistics of the Church are incomplete for that period. This 
is true also of a number of cities of less than 1,000 inhabitants.

These six cities show a loss in population while, with the excep- 
tion of Corunna, there has been a gain in communicants. In Algonac, 
where the population has been stationary for ten years, the com- 
• municants have gained 317%. Birmingham has gained in population 
33% in ten years, and 208% in communi9ants during the same period. 
Midland in 30 years has gained 66% in population and in communi- 
cants 258%. St. Johns in 30 years gained 14% in population and 
174% in communicants. 

Sandusky gained 66% in population and 350% in communi- 
cants in 10 years. 

There are some striking losses: Jonesville remained stationary 
in population in 30 years, but lost 46% in communicants. Lapeer 
gained 43% in population in 30 years but lost 54% in communicants 
in the same period. Croswell gained 180% in population in 20 years 
but lost 9% in communicants. Howell gained 9%* in population but 
lost 62% in communicants in 30 years. Tecumseh gained 15% in. 
population and lost 21% in communicants in 30 years. , 
The data of the other cities of this class follows:

Only two places, Brighton and Dexter, show a loss greater in 
communicants than in population. Au Sable, because of local con- 
ditions known to the Committee, has lost heavily in population, but 
only 50% in communicants. Lexington and Mackinac Island, while 
losig in population, have gained in communicants. 

It is apparent that with a few exceptions the Church outside 
of Detroit has grown faster than the population. 

From our tables we find that while in most of the parishes 
and missions outside of Detroit the number of families have steadily 
increased, the number of children in our Sunday Schools has not 
increased proportionately. In many cases the number has decreased. 
For example: 

In Port Huron, in 1875, 194 scholars were reported in the 
Sunday School of Grace Church, and 118 families identified with 
the Church. In 1914 there were 184 scholars and 300 families re- 
ported. 

Adrian shows 143 scholars in Sunday School in 1875 and 142 
families. In 1914 they reported 74 Sunday School scholars and 109 
families — a loss of 50% in scholars and 30% in families. 
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We ask the same question we asked in regard to the Church in 
Detroit: Have our people ceased to have children? Do they send 
them to other Sunday Schools? Is our Church less aggressive 
than it was 40 years ago? 

Two other items are of interest in regard to the life of a 
parish or mission. Where a Sunday School has been established 
and maintained regularly the parish has shown healthy and vigorous 
life ; that is, the Baptisms and Confirmations have been regular and 
continuous, and while in some places the number of communicants 
has not increased, these parishes have sent their members into other 
places. 

Where there has been no Sunday School the Church has 
languished. For example, in Vassar the Sunday School has been 
spasmodic; its life has been weak. The Church at Corunna, when 
it had a Sunday School, was vigorous and strong. When the Sun- 
day School was given up the life of the Church languished. 
St. John's, Howell, during the first fourteen years of the church's 
existence, had a vigorous Sunday School, and the parish was vigor- 
ous. For the past 22 years there has been no Sunday School, and 
the Committee on the State of the Church in 1912 placed Howell in 
the group of weak and unpromising missions. The city gained 9% 
in population and lost 62% in communicants. 

On the other hand, East Tawas has had a vigorous Sunday 
School since its organization, and the mission shows vigor and life. 
While the city has grown 110% the communicants have increased 

Lexington has had a vigorous Sunday School While the town 
has lost 47% in population the communicants have gained 23%. 

It is needless to give too many examples. Your Committee con- 
cludes that the Sunday School is a strong factor in the Hfe and 
vitality of parishes and missions. 

Again — 

The number of confirmations to communicants has, in most 
cases, steadily decreased. For example : In Pontiac, in the ten years 
from 1880 to 1889, there was one confirmation to 14 communicants ; 
in the ten years from 1900 to 1909 there was one confirmation to 22 
communicants. Confirmations depend largely on the membership of 
the church. The condition above mentioned indicates a growing 
lukewarmness and lack of zeal on the part of the Church members. 
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In closing this report another question- of some importance pre- 
sents itself to your Committee. Lexington, in three years, from 
1899 to 1901 inclusive, reports 39 confirmations. Yet, in the same 
period, the communicants increased only 16. 

Midland in six years, 1900 to 1905 inclusive, reports 80 con- 
firmations, but an increase of only TH communicants. 

Monroe in three years, 1905 to 1907 inclusive, reports 23 con- 
firmations, yet no increase in communicants in the same period. 

Lansing in four years, 1902 to 1905, reports 101 confirmations, 
yet in the same period an increase of only 58 communicants. 

Jackson in six years, 1909 to 1914 inclusive, reports 147 con- 
firmations, but an actual loss in the same period of 11 communi- 
cants. 

We have taken our figures at random and chosen the cities at 
random. We surmise that the reports for these places would show, 
during those years, under losses, a large number under the caption 
"otherwise." What has become of these losses otherwise than by 
death and transfer? Is there any way that such losses may be pre- 
vented ? 

To sum up : 

1. The growth of the Church outside of Detroit, in proportion 
to the population, has been encouraging, being on the average faster 
than that of the population. 

2. The Sunday School is a strong factor in the life and vitality 
of the parishes and missions. 

3. The decrease in the number of children in our Sunday 
Schools in proportion to the number of families is cause for alarm. 

4. Where parishes and missions have had regular services by 
a clergyman the life of the parish or mission has been steady. 

5. There has been a great reduction in the number of con- 
firmations compared with the number of communicants, indicating 
a lack of zeal and devotion on the part of the communicant mem- 
bers of the Church. 

6. There has been an undue proportion of losses compared 
with the number confirmed. 

It is not the work of this Committee to suggest remedies. We 
present our findings, such as they are, with a full realization of the 
weakness of statistics. 
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There are many other things entering into the life of a parish 
which statistics cannot show. But we believe the deductions we 
have made are, on the whole, correct.

The report of the Diocesan Board of Religious . Educa- 
tion was accepted and adopted. 

Report of the Diocesan Board of Religious Education. 

To the Eighty-second Annual Convention : 

In accordance with the wishes of the Bishop for further assist- 
ance in carrying on the missionary work of the Church and for 
someone to further the interests of religious education in the 
Diocese, the Board undertook to find a man who might combine the 
functions of a Canon Missionary and an Educational Secretary. 

After correspondence with several possibilities, the Board real- 
ized that it was not practicable to secure the proper man for the 
salary that was available, and it was and still is the unanimous 
opinion of the members of the Board that the duties of a Canon 
Missionary and an Educational Secretary would be too conflicting 
to be performed by the same person. 

The chief work of the Board during the year has been the con- 
ducting of a survey of the Diocese to ascertain the general meth- 
ods of instruction and management in vogue in the Sunday School. 

The following results are interesting : 

Ratio per child to communicant for any parish — . 

Parishes with less than 100 communicants . . .97 child per com. 

Parishes from 100 to 300 communicants 54 child per com. 

Parishes over 300 communicants 37 child per com. 

48 schools use 32 different kinds of Lesson Material. 
22 schools are graded in accord with standard curriculum. 

24 schools are not graded in accQrd with standard curriculum. 
8 schools are partially in accord with standard curriculum. 

25 schools make no provision for training teachers. 
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12 schools intend to make provision. 
5 schools have weekly teachers' meetings. 

4 schools have monthly teachers' meetings. 

8 schools have occasional teachers* meetings. 
About 14 out of 48 schools replying are doing positive work in 
missionary teaching. 

11 schools help to support the church. 

2n maintain the school, in whole or in part. 

36 give to missions in whole or in part. 

5 give to local charities. 

14 schools are supported by the Church. 
27 schools are supported by school contributions. 
2 schools are supported by separate contributions. 
16 schools use the Duplex Envelope system. 
38 schools do not use the Duplex Envelope system. 
The .Board believes in the employment of an Educational Secre- 
tary, who shall give his entire time to the work of introducing the 
best systems of instruction and management in the schools of the 
Diocese, provided the right man can be found and an adequate 
salary guaranteed. 

Until such a Secretary can be employed, the Board stands ready 
to fumish such information regarding Sunday School problems as 
the various rectors and superintendents may seek. 

The Board does not want to dictate any particular policy, but 
the members are willing to do all in their power to help raise the 
Sunday Schools of the Diocese of Michigan to the highest con- 
dition of efficiency.

The report of the Committee on Canons was read and 
the several sections contained therein were considered seri- 
atim. 

Report No. 1 was accepted and the resolution contained 
therein adopted. 

Report No. 1, Committee on Canons. 

The Committee on Canons, to which was referred the resolu- 
tion of the Chancellor of the Diocese proposing a Canon to provide 
for the election of Deputies to the Provincial Synod, reports that, 
in its judgment, the proposed Canon is desirable, and recommends 
the adoption of the following resolution: 

Resolved, That the following be adopted as Canon VIII, the 
succeeding Canons to be renumbered accordingly: 

CANON VIII. 

OF DEPUTIES TO THE PROVINCIAL SYNOD. • 

Section 1. The Diocesan Convention shall annually elect, by 
ballot, four Clerical Deputies, canonically resident in the Diocese, 
and four Lay Deputies, domiciled communicants in the Diocese, to 
act as Deputies from the Diocese to the Synod of the Fifth 
Province, called the Province of the Mid-West, until their success- 
ors are chosen. Such Diocesan Convention shall also annually 
choose by ballot, as Provisional Deputies, four clergymen and four 
laymen having the same qualifications as the other Deputies; from 
these the Bishop shall designate one or more to supply any de- 
ficiency or deficiencies which may occur in the representation of the 
Diocese. Each person so designated by the Bishop, being furnished 
with his certificate thereof, shall have all the rights of a Deputy 
duly elected. In case of a vacancy in the Episcopate, or should the 
Bishop be unable to act, the designation shall be made by the re- 
maining Deputies. It shall be the duty of the Deputies-elect to 
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signify to the Bishop, at least three weeks before the meeting of 
the Synod, whether they will attend to the duties of their office. 
For the Committee.

Report No. 2 as thus amended was accepted and the 
lution contained therein adopted. 

Report No. 2, Committee on Canons. 

The Committee on Canons, to which was referred the resolu- 
tion of the Special Committee on the Church Pension Fund pro- 
posing a Canon to define and establish the relation of the Diocese of 
Michigan to the Church Pension Fund, begs to report that, in its 
judgment, the proposed Canon, with certain modifications, is de- 
sirable, and recommends the adoption of the following resolution : 

Resolved, That the following be adopted as Canon XL, the suc- 
ceeding Canons to be renumbered accordingly: 

CANON XI OF THE CHURCH PENSION FUND. 

Section 1. In conformity with the resolutions adopted by the 
General Convention of 1913, setting forth the principles upon which 
a pension system for the clergy of the Church and their dependents 
should be constructed, pursuant to which the corporation, the Church 
Pension Fund, has been created to carry these principles into effect, 
the Diocese of Michigan adopts the system of the Church Pension 
Fund. 

Sec. 2. The Ecclesiastical Authority of the Diocese shall ap- 
point, annually, a Committee to be entitled The Committee on the 
Church Pension Fund, and to consist of one clergyman and two 
laymen. The duties of this committee shall be as follows : 

1. To furnish annually to the Church Pension Fund the 
canonical roll of the clergy of this Diocese, and of the cleTgy 
canonically belonging to other dioceses or missionary districts who 
may be licensed to officiate in this Diocese, with a statement of the 
stipends received by each of said clergymen from any parish, mis- 
sion, or other ecclesiastical organization in this Diocese. 
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2. To receive from the Church Pension Fund annually a state- 
ment of the premiums necessary to be paid by each parish, mission, 
or other ecclesiastical organization in the Diocese, in order that the 
clergymen in receipt of stipends from such parishes, missions, and 
other ecclesiastical organizations may be entitled respectively to 
pensions. 

3. To receive from the Trustees of the Protestant Episcopal 
Church for the Diocese of Michigan, or other proper persons, the 
annual interest accruing on the money held for investment by said 
Trustees, or other proper persons, on behalf of aged and infirm 
clergymen or of the widows and orphans of clergymen, when this 
Canon goes into effect, and to transmit the same to the Church 
Pension Fund to be applied ratably on account of the premiums 
necessary to be paid by the parishes, missions, and other ecclesias- 
tical organizations in the Diocese respectively. 

4. To inform the duly constituted authorities of each parish, 
mission, and other ecclesiastical organization in the Diocese of the 
premiums payable by it, and of the time and manner of payment 
thereof. 

5. To elect a Treasurer who may or may not be a member of 
the said Committee, who shall be required to give a bond satisfac- 
tory to the Committee, and whose duty it shall be to receive, 
monthly, from all of the parishes, missions, and other ecclesiastical 
organizations in this Diocese, the aforesaid premiums and to 
transmit the same to the Treasurer of the Church Pension Fund. 

6. To inform the Church Pension Fund, from time to time, of 
the clergy and the widows and minor orphans of clergy, canonically 
connected with this Diocese, who may be entitled to receive pensions 
from the Church Pension Fund. 

7. In general, to inform the clergy and laity of the Diocese of 
the pension system created by the General Convention, and com- 
mitted by it to the operation of the Church Pension Fund, whereby 
the clergy of the Church are assured of pensions, as of right, to 
themselves in the event of old age or disability, and to their widows 
and minor orphans in the event of death, and to do all things that 
may be necessary or advisable in the premises, to the end that the 
moneys necessary to be paid by the parishes, missions, and other 
ecclesiastical organizations may be fully and systematically paid. 
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Sec. 3. 1. It shall be the duty of the Trustees of the Protes- 
tant Episcopal Church for the Diocese of Michigan to provide for 
the annual payment to the Committee on the Church Pension Fund 
of the premiums payable on behalf of the Bishop of the Diocese, 
and also of the Coadjutor Bishop and the Bishops Suffragan, if 
there be such, and it shall be the duty of said Trustees to pay said 
annual premiums to the Committee on the Church Pension Fund. 

2. It shall be the duty of the Diocesan Board of Managers and 
Missionary Committee to provide for the annual payment to the 
Committee on the Church Pension Fund of the premiums payable 
on behalf of all clergymen receiving stipends from said Board and 
Committee, and it shall be the duty of said Board and Committee 
to pay said annual premiums to the Committee on the Church Pen- 
sion Fund. 

3. It shall be the duty of the Treasurer of the Diocese to pay 
annually to the Committee on the Church Pension Fund the 
premiums payable on behalf of all other clergymen whose stipends 
are paid directly by the Diocese, and to make all necessary arrange- 
ments to provide for the cost of such premiums. 

Sec. 4. It shall be the duty of the Trustees of the Protestant 
Episcopal Church for the Diocese of Michigan, or other proper 
persons, to pay, semi-annually, or oftener at their option, to the 
Committee on the Church Pension Fund, all of the income of the 
investments held by said Trustees, or other proper persons, on be- 
half of aged and infirm clergymen or of the widows and orphans 
of clergymen, upon the said Trustees, or other proper persons, re- 
ceiving satisfactory assurance from the Church Pension Fund that 
the latter corporation will assume and pay all of the annuities paid 
by the said Trustees, or other proper persons, when this Canon goes 
into effect, and so long as said payments are actually made by the 
Church Pension Fund. 

Sec. 5. It shall be the duty of every clergyman receiving a 
stipend or stipends, and the duty of every parish, mission, or other 
ecclesiastical organization in the Diocese paying a stipend or 
stipends, to furnish a statement of such stipend or stipends to the 
Committee on the Church Pension Fund whenever said Committee 
shall, in writing, ask for such statement. 

Sec. 6. Any parish or mission neglecting for two successive 
years to pay the full amount of its annual premium shall be deprived 
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of its right to participate and vote in the proceedings of the Con- 
vention of the Diocese, according to the Canons in that case made 
and provided, and shall continue so deprived until the said parish 
or mission has paid in full the said annual premiums for two suc- 
cessive years, when it shall be restored to all of its canonical rights 
in the Convention of the Diocese. 

Sec. 7. This Canon shall go into effect when the Secretary of 
the Convention shall receive notification from the Church Pension 
Fund that dioceses, missionary districts, and General Boar.ds or 
other General Institutions of the Church have, by legislation, pro- 
vided for entering into the pension system of the Church Pension 
Fund in number sufficient, in the opinion of the said Church Pen- 
sion Fund, to enable its system to go into operation ; Provided, That 
the number of clergy canonically connected with said co-operating 
dioceses or missionary districts, or whose stipends are wholly paid 
by said co-operating Boards or General Institutions of the Church, 
shall be not less than two thousand individuals; and Provided, 
further, That the Trustees of the Protestant Episcopal Church for 
the Diocese of Michigan, or other proper persons, are satisfied that 
they. can properly apply the income of the funds under their control 
as directed herein. 

Sec. 8. No vested right shall obtain under or by virtue of this 
Canon, and the same may be repealed or amended.

The Committee on Canons, to which was referred the resolu- 
tions offered by the Reverend the Rector of St. Andrew's Church, 
Ann Arbor, proposing certain amendments to Canon XV., begs to 
report that, in its judgment, the proposed amendments are desirable, 
and recommends the adoption of the following resolutions: 

Resolved, That Canon XV, Section 1, be amended by striking 
out the words "A Sunday School Commission, and," and inserting 
in place thereof the words "A Commission on Social Service;" and 
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that the same section be further amended by substituting a comma 
in place of the period after the words "A Commission on Domestic 
and Foreign Missions," and adding the words "and XIV. • Three 
persons to serve as members of the Board of Religious Education." 
Resolved, That Canon XV, Section 2, be amended by striking 
out, in the first sentence, the words "The members of the aforesaid 
committees and commissions," and inserting in place thereof the 
words "The appointees provided for in Section 1," so that the sen- 
tence shall read as follows: "The appointees provided for in Sec- 
tion 1 shall hold office from the close of the Convention at which 
they were appointed until the close of th6 following annual Con- 
vention." 

Report No. 4 of the Committee on Canons. 

The Committee on Canons, to which was referred the resolu- 
tion of the Special Committee on Church Architecture proposing a 
Canon to create a Commission on Church Architecture, begs to re- 
port that, in its judgment, the proposed Canon is inexpedient. 
The Committee therefore offers the following resolution: 
Resolved, That the Committee be discharged from further con- 
sideration of the subject.

CANON OF THE COMMISSION ON -CHURCH 
ARCHITECTURE. 

Section 1. There shall be a commission on Church Architec- 
ture, which shall consist of the Bishop of the Diocese, together with 
two clergymen and two laymen annually appointed by him. 

Sec. 2. It shall be the duty of every parish and mission which 
receives aid from the Diocese to inform the Commission, through 
the Bishop, of its intention to erect or extensively to alter any 
church building or buildings. When the site and general arrange- 
ments of the building or buildings shall have been approved by the 
Commission, the preliminary sketches of the same shall be sub- 
mitted to the Commission for its counsel and advice. If these 
sketches shall receive the approval of the Commission, the com- 
pleted drawings, specifications and estimates, shall then be laid be- 
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fore it for its counsel and advice. The construction may be begun 
upon receipt, by the parish or mission, of the Commission's final 
approval of these finished plans. The decision of a'l questions sub- 
mitted to the Commission shall be given in writing within fifteen 
days after their receipt. 

Sec. 3. It shall be the duty of every parish which does not re- 
ceive aid from the Diocese, by -its rector, wardens and vestrymen, 
to lay before the Commission, through the Bishop, the preliminary 
sketches, and later the completed drawings and specifications for 
any new building or buildings, or extensive alteration in existing 
building or buildings, for its suggestions ; which suggestions shall be 
given in writing within fifteen days after receipt of such sketches 
and plans. 

The following resolution was substituted for the resolu- 
tion contained in this report : 

Resolved, That the Canon to provide for a Commission on 
Church Architecture be re-committed to the Committee on Canons 
to be reported to and acted upon by the next Convention. 

The tellers of election reported the following named 
gentlemen elected as clerical and lay deputies to the Synod 
of the Province of the Mid- West (whole number of votes 
cast, 92; necessary to a choice, 47) : The Rev. Herbert H.

Report of the Commission on Domestic and Foreign Missions. 

To the Eighty-second Annual Convention of the Diocese of 

Michigan : 

During the past year this Commission has lost, by reason of his 
elevation to the Episcopate, its chairman and most efficient member. 
Dr. Faber never spared either his time or strength in urging this 
Diocese to do its part in evangelizing the world. We miss his in- 
spiring and stimulating leadership. 

While chairman of the Commission on Domestic and Foreign 
Missions it fell to his lot to figure out the apportionment for each 
of the parishes and missions. This was always done promptly on 
receipt of the apportionment for the Diocese from the Board of 
Missions in New York. 

Up to Sept. 1, 1914, the Diocese of Michigan paid only 82% of 
the amount asked of it. Of our 103 parishes and missions % gave 
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something, and 50 completed their apportionment. The list of the 
parishes and missions with the amount asked and the amount given 
towards the apportionment follows this report. 

The past eight years have shown a continuous growth in the 
amount given for the work of missions : 

In 1908—52 Parishes gave $ 6,720.12 

In 1909—67 Parishes gave. 7,873,57 

In 1910—69 Parishes gave 8,845.84 

In 1911—79 Parishes gave 9,646.79 

In 1912—96 Parishes gave 12,322.40 

In 1913—98 Parishes gave 13,517.27 

In 1914—96 Parishes gave 13,749.46 

This year, up to May 15th, the Diocese has given $14,032.51 
towards the apportionment of $16,091.00.. How much of this was 
given towards the Emergency Fund of $400,000 asked for by the 
Board of Missions, it is difficult to say. With the amount that 
was presented at the service in the Cathedral yesterday the appor- 
tionment, for the first time since its inauguration, has been met by 
the Diocese of Michigan. It is an indication of what the Diocese 
can do. We hope it is the beginning of better things. Having once 
reached the goal, Michigan must not fall back . 

With four months still before us we ought to give far more 
than the amount asked of the EHocese. The gifts towards the 
Emergency Fund should be in addition to the apportionment.

Report of the Registrar. 

To the Convention of the Diocese of Michigan', 

The Registrar has met the routine duties of his office, the sup- 
plying of Journals to other dioceses, to libraries, colleges, and other 
institutions desiring to complete their sets of Michigan Journals, 
the supplying of historical information from our diocesan records, 
and other like things; and he has gradually, by gift and otherwise, 
been accumulating the nucleus of a theological and historical library 
tor the diocese. The journals, pamphlets, and bound books belong- 
ing to our diocesan collection are safely housed in the large space 
above the vestry and in the reading room of the Mariners* Church. 
properly arranged for this purpose at the expense of the Trustees 
of that Church. The Registrar solicits from Clergymen removing 
from the Diocese, and from the heirs of those having large libraries 
which they do not wish to retain, further gift books properly be- 
longing to a diocesan library. This now contains:

Books in manuscript, records, etc 14

The Diocesan Library should include: 

1. Works especially relating to Church history and law, paro- 
chial, diocesan, national and general. 
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2. Other historical works bearing indirectly upon Church 
history. 

3. Theological works, speculative and controversial, and written 
from all standpoints. A good Diocesan Library of reference would 
plainly include examples of good, strong theological thinking, mod- 
em or quaint, both within and without our own communion. 

4. Commentaries, cyclopedias and general books of reference. 

5. Published sermons and copies of all works written by cler- 
gymen and laymen of the Diocese of Michigan. 

Maryland, Massachusetts and several other dioceses have already 
large and valuable collections, and some dioceses place funds at 
the disposal of the Registrar for the increase of the library by the 
purchase of new books. It is perhaps too early for our Diocese to 
do such things, but not too early to look forward to the time when 
we can have a large, commodious, and comfortable diocesan library 
and reading room for those who may be specially interested in the 
things pertaining to the Kingdom of God;

Resolved, That this Convention expresses its very sincere and 
heartfelt sympathy with the Rev. Garrett E. Peters and the Rev. R.

The report of the Special Committee on the Division 
of the Bishop's Address was accepted and the recommen- 
dations made therein adopted. 
Reverend Father in God: 

The Committee on the Division of the Bishop Address and its 
reference to appropriate committees would submit the following re- 
port: 
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That part of the address referring to Confirmations and Church 
Openings and Ordinations, be referred to the Committee on the 
State of the Church. 

That part referring to missions and parishes partly dependent 
upon missionary grants be referred to the Diocesan Board of Mis- 
sions. The reason why we do not recommend reference to tlie 
Committee on Canons of that part of the address referring to 
parishes receiving missionary aid is that the matter was so referred 
by the Detroit Convocation and it has been ascertained that the Con- 
vention by Canon would be unable to alter the relations of parishes 
in any way not in accordance with the state law. 

The matter of a Diocesan Commission on Church Architecture 
should be referred to the Committee on Canons.. 

The matter of the growth of the Church in the Diocese and 
tne study of the causes of so small a percentage, it is suggested, be 
left to further consideration by the Committee on the State of the 
Church. 

The matter of Sunday School growth and the causes of the, 
limitation thereof, with possible methods for improvement, are re- 
ferred to the Diocesan Board of Religious Education. We would 
refer to the Board of Religious Education, ahd with special em- 
phasis, the four suggestions : ( 1 ) to study the problem in line with 
the General Board of Religious Education; (2), the establishment 
of a Correspondence course; (3), the holding of Parish Institutes, 
and (4), the employment of a trained expert. 

It is suggested that a special resolution be placed on record to 
show our appreciation of the professional services of Chancellor 
Smith and Mr. Paddock, Treasurer of Trustees of the Diocese, and 
Mr. R. McClelland Brady, Secretary^Treasurier of the Board of 
Missions.

The proposed changes in the Canons on Missionary 
Organization were referred to the Committee on Canons, 
to be reported to the next Convention. 
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Proposed Changes in the Canons on Missionary Organization. 
CANON XIII. OF DIOCESAN MISSIONS. 

Section I. The Convention o£ this Diocese shall constitute the 
Diocesan Missionary Society. 

Section II. The Missionary work of the Diocese shall be under 
the supervision of the Diocesan Board of Missions, which Board 
shall be the Convention. 

Section III. All Missionaries supported in whole or in part 
from the funds of the Diocesan Board of Missions shall be appointed 
and may be removed by the Bishop. 

Section IV. The Diocese shall be divided into three Archdea- 
conries : 

1. The Detroit Archdeaconry, which shall be Wayne 
County. 

2. The Northern Archdeaconry, which shall be Cheboygan, 
Presque Isle, Otsego, Montmorency, Alpena, Crawford, Os- 
coda, Alcona, Roscommon, Ogemaw, Iosco, Gladwin, Arenac, 
Midland, Bay, Gratiot, Saginaw, Tuscola, Huron Counties. 

3. The Southern Archdeaconry, which shall be Sanilac, 
Clinton, Shiawassee, Genesee, Lapeer, St. Clair, Ingham, Liv- 
ingston, Oakland, Macomb, Jackson, Washtenaw, Hillsdale, 
Lenawee, Monroe Counties. 

Section V. The members of each Archdeaconry shall be the 
Clergy resident within its limits, with three lay delegates from each 
parish and one lay delegate from each organized mssion, appointed 
by the rector or minister in charge. It shall be the duty of each 
Archdeaconry to foster the missionary work within its own limits, 
and to provide for the collection and preservation of statistics as to 
population and condition of the communities and the result of mis- 
sionary wprk. 

Section VI. The Executive Officer or Archdeacon shall be ap- 
pointed by the Bishop from three Presbyters nominated by the Arch- 
deaconry, each Clergyman and each parish and organized mission 
represented by laymen being entitled to one vote. The term of of- 
fice of the Archdeacon shall be three years (or until his successor 
has been appointed), and in case of vacancy or removal from the 
Archdeaconry, by resignation or by death, it shall be filled in the 
manner above prescribed and the term of office of the Archdeacon 
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appointed to fill such vacancy shall begin at once and end three 
years from the Monday succeeding the adjournment of the Dio- 
cesan Convention held prior, to his appointment by the Bishop; and 
the Archdeacon, as a Missionary in Chief, shall be entitled to the 
full rights and privileges of membership in the Convention. 

Section VII. A Secretary and a Treasurer shall be elected an- 
nually by each Archdeaconry and also one Qergyman and one lay- 
man, who, together with the Bishop, ex-officio the Archdeacon, the 
Secretary and the Treasurer, shall constitute the Executive Com- 
mittee, which shall have power to fill its own vacancies. There shall 
also be elected each year one Clergyman and one layman as mem- 
bers of the Diocesan Board of Managers. 

Section VIII. The Executive Committee of each Archdeaconry 
shall meet at such time and place as it shall determine for the trans- 
action of business, shall make its own by-laws, shall adopt such plans 
for increasing the Missionary revenue as it shall deem best, shall 
determine the appropriations to be paid to the various missions 
within its limits and present the same for ratification to the Arch- 
deaconry. The appropriations shall then be presented to the Board 
of Managers for final action. It shall arrange for such sectional 
meetings in various parts of the Archdeaconry as it may find de- 
sirable in the interests of the work. The Bishop shall be the Chair- 
man of the Executive Committee and shall preside at its meetings; 
and, in the absence of the Bishop, the Archdeacon shall preside. 

Section IX. The Archdeacon shall, subject to the Bishop, have 
the charge and oversight of all the Missions in the Archdeaconry; 
that is, those parishes and organized or unorganized Missions to the 
support of whose ministrant the Board is contributing, and such 
others as may hereafter be established by the Archdeaconry or which 
may place themselves under the jurisdiction of the Archdeacon. It 
shall be his duty, either personally or by deputy, to visit every mis- 
sionary station and to secure continuous services, if possible, at every 
available point ; provided that until such time as the Southern Arch- 
deaconry shall have an Archdeacon paid by the Diocese, the Arch- 
deacon shall be appointed from among the Clergy resident in the 
Archdeaconry and in charge of a parish or mission therein; and the 
Archdeacon of the Northern Archdeaconry shall act as the Gen- 
eral Missionary of the Southern Archdeaconry. 
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Section X. The Secretary shall keep the records of the Arch- 
deaconry and of the Executive Committee. 

Section XI. The Treasurer shall have charge of such funds 
as may be put in his hands and shall keep a record of the same. 

CANON XIV. 
THE DIOCESAN BOARD OF MANAGERS. 

Section I. The Diocesan Board of Managers shall consist of 
the Bishop, who shall be, ex-officio. President ; the Archdeacons, the 
Treasurers of each Archdeaconry, the Clerical and lay delegates of 
the Archdeaconry and three Clergymen and three laymen to be 
elected by the Convention. Of these six last mentioned, one Clergy- 
man and one layman shall be elected annually, except that whenever 
it shall be necessary to elect six members, two shall be elected for 
one year, two for two years, and two for three years. In case of 
vacancy it shall be filled by appointment by the Bishop. 

Section II. The Diocesan Board of Managers shall meet within 
thirty days preceding the meeting of the Diocesan Convention, at 
which meeting it shall allot the amount of money desired from each 
parish and Mission and the amount of money to be expended for 
Missionary purposes by each Archdeaconry during the ensuing year, 
and it shall at once notify the Secretaries of the Archdeaconries of 
its action. It shall also fix the salaries of the Archdeacons when 
such are paid by the Diocese. Other regular meetings of the Board 
may be held at such times as it shall determine. Special meetings 
may be called by the Bishop at his discretion, and shall be called 
when requested by three members of the Board. 

Section III. Five members of the Board shall constitute a 
quorum for the transaction of business, provided there be represen- 
tatives of two Archdeaconries present. 

On motion offered by the Rev. W. H. Poole, the Treas- 
urer of the Conv,ention was instructed to pay to the Dio- 
cesan Board of Religious Education $50.00 to cover nec- 
essary expenses of the Board. 

The Rev. A. A. Warren Hastings, Rev. John McCarroll, 
Rev. John Munday and the Rev. E. B. Jermin, Mr. L. S. 
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Trowbridge, Mr. F. A. Aldrich, Dr. Mortimer Willson 
and Mr. H. R. Browne were elected as provisional deputies 
to the Synod of the Province of the Mid- West. 

Grace Church, Port Huron ; St. Andrew's Church, Ann 
Arbor; Christ Church, Detroit; Trinity Church, Bay City, 
and St. Paul's Cathedral, Detroit, presented invitations to 
the Convention for the holding of the Eighty-third Annual 
Convention in May, 1916. A ballot was taken which re- 
sulted in the choice of Grace Church, Port Huron, as the 
place of meeting in 1916. On motion of Prof. Patterson, 
of Ann Arbor, the acceptance of the invitation of Grace 
Church, Port Huron, was made unanimous. 

On motion of the Rev. Herbert H. H. Fox, the Con- 
vention appropriated $800 to cover the cost of 4,000 sub- 
scriptions to the Michigan Churchman. 

The following resolution offered by the Rev. H. C. Att- 
water was adopted: 

Resolved y That the thanks of this Convention be extended to the 
Dean, the vestry and ladies of St. Paurs Cathedral for their gener- 
ous hospitality on this occasion. 

The President appointed as members of the Church 
Pension Fund Committee Rev. W. Warne Wilson, Mr. 
Henry P. Cope and Mr. John W. Haarer. 

The Secretary was authorized to have printed the nec- 
essary number of Journals of the Convention and also such 
number of the Canons of the Diocese as he may think de- 
sirable, after consultation with the chairman of the Com- 
mittee on Canons, the cost thereof to be paid from the 
Expense Fund of the Diocese. 

Mr. James Cosslett Smith was nominated by the Presi- 
dent and unanimously elected by the Convention as Chan- 
cellor of the Diocese for the ensuing year. 
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On motion, the President was requested to appoint a 
special committee in the interest of the Christmas Fund. 
The President appointed as members of such committee 
Rev. A. A. Warren Hastings and Mr. Dudley W. Smith. 

There being no further business before the Convention, 
the reading of the minutes of the second day was dispensed 
with, and after prayer the Convention adjourned.

The Bishop's Address 



Brethren Beloved in the Lord : 

We commemorate before God today the following 
names of our fellow servants in the -Kingdom of our com- 
mon Master who have entered into the rest of Paradise 
since the last annual meeting of the Diocesan Convention : 

The Church at large has lost four of her Bishops. 

Rt. Rev. Charles Scadding, D. D., Bishop of Oregon, 
died May 26, 1914, a vigorous and resourceful leader in 
the Church's forward work, suddenly called home in the 
prime of life, full of health and energy and busy with far- 
reaching plans. 

The Rt. Rev. Robert Strange, D. D., Bishop of East 
Carolina, died August 23, 1914, a loyal servant of the King- 
dom of God as well as of the Church ecclesiastical. 

The Rt. Rev. Franklin Spencer Spalding, D. D., Mis- 
sionary Bishop of Utah, died September 25, 1914, a rare 
combination of the hero and the saint, fearless in his cham- 
pionship of social righteousness, gentle and winsome in per- 
sonal character, keen in intellect and devout in spirit, godly 
and manly. In him "mercy and truth were met together; 
righteousness and peice had kissed each other." 
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Rt. Rev. William Farrar Weeks, D. D., Bishop Coad- 
jutor of Vermont, died October 23, 1914, faithful and de- 
voted. 

The diocese has lost one from the ranks of its clergy: 

The Rev. William Hothersall Gardam, D. D., D. C. L., 
rector of St. Luke's Church, Ypsilanti, and President of 
the Standing Committee of the Diocese, died October 1, 
1914. A scholar, graceful in style and address, with all 
the refinements and amenities of true culture ; a gentleman, 
gracious in deportment and manners; a Christian, full of 
grace; a pastor, faithful and devoted. His quiet, self-sac- 
rificing ministry has left its lasting impress upon the hearts 
of his people and upon the life of his parish. His char- 
acter and personality, won to a most remarkable degree 
the respect and affection of the entire community in which 
he served. His service to the diocese and the Church at 
large is a part of our history.

Jackson, St. Paul's — Hon. James O'Donnell, a communi- 
cant of the parish for nearly fifty years. Vestryman and 
Sunday School Superintendent, ever gracious and genial. 

Sara Camp Smith, one of the oldest of all the communi- 
cants, full of devotion, loyalty and the missionary spirit. 

Flint, St. Paul's— Sarah Van Tifflin, one of the first 
members of the parish. 

Margaret Henderson Card, a worthy and representative 
member of a family whose generous benefactions have 
built up and maintained the church. 

Isaac Montrose Eldridge, a loyal and useful worker. 

Henrietta, Christ Church — Mrs. Elizabeth Westren, 
President of the Woman's Guild for over 25 years, an en- 
thusiastic and tireless worker. 

Mrs. Emily Harrington, devoted in her labors and gen- 
erous in her benefactions, providing liberally in her will 
toward the endowment of the parish. 

Mackinac Island, Trinity — George Truscott, aged 91, one 
of the founders of the parish, a member of the congrega- 
tion, the choir and the vestry, for nearly fifty years. He 
had sung in church choirs here and in England for over 
75 years. A devout Christian and a courteous gentleman. 

Mt. Clemens, Grace — Jesse Warren, M. D., for seven- 
teen years "warden of the parish, a wise counsellor, a gen- 
erous supporter, a courteous Christian gentleman, a devout 
communicant, a hearer and a doer of the Word of God. 

Midland, St. John's — Frederick William Seebenger, 
Vestryman, a man, who ever put home and church first, in 
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this regard with a character above reproach, a "workman 
that needeth not to be ashamed." 

Monroe, Trinity — George L. Little, Vestryman, faith- 
ful and efficient, and Lucy Brooke Little, his wife, daugh- 
ter of a former rector of the church.

Mrs. Sarah A. Goldie, his wife, a godly woman who 
labored and gave to the full measure of her ability, of beau- 
tiful character and strong piety. 

Capt. Willis Shipple Stewart, of an historic church fam- 
ily, deeply interested in Grace Parish, Port Huron, and St. 
Paul's Mission, St. Clair; gentle, kindly, conscientious and 
faithful to his obligations. 

Thomas Moore Danger, one of the earliest confirmed 
in Grace Parish, of spotless integrity and extraordinary 
ability, respected by all who knew him and loved by those 
who knew him best. 

Thomas J. Welsh, an Irish churchman of the best type, 
resolute in his convictions, yet liberal in his consideration 
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of those who differed from him; generous to a fault, he 
gave himself as well as his means to every good cause. 

Mrs. Mathilda M. Andrews, a devoted worker for fifty 
years, keeping up her interest in her home church, though 
residing during recent years in the south. 

Mrs. Blanche Vincent McNutt, assistant treasurer of 
the parish, a most efficient official, with tact and integrity 
combined, a faithful and devoted teacher in the Sunday 
School. 

Mrs. Betty Adams Hendrick, a lifelong member of the 
parish, of old American stock, a kinswoman of Bishop 
Chase, the pioneer Bishop of Ohio, a character of unusual 
sweetness and refinement. 

Plymouth, St. John's — Mrs. Harriett Merryweather, one 
of the oldest, most devoted and faithful members of the 
mission. 

Saginaw, St. John's — Mrs. Mary Elizabeth Barnard, 
strong in faith and consistent in life, of rare executive abil- 
ity, prominent in the life and work of the parish and a 
leader among the women of Saginaw. 

Mrs. Julius Ahrens, a staunch churchwoman, a good 
neighbor, a firm friend and a servant of humanity.

Brethren of the Clergy and J-aity : 

I submit herewith the record of my work for the year 
since the last Diocesan Convention. 

I have made seventy-three visitations in the Diocese and 
confirmed 1180 persons, 154 more than last year. I have 
officiated at three funerals and baptized three infants. I 
laid 'the cornerstone of Christ Church, Henrietta, on April 
8th, 1915. I opened and blessed the following churches : 

St. Paul's, Lansing, Sept. 23rd, 1914. 

St. Paul's, Romeo, Nov. 24th, 1914. 

Grace Church, Standish, March 11th, 1915. 

St. Mary's, Detroit, Easter Day, April 4th, 1915. 
I consecrated the Goulden Memorial Chapel of Grace 
Church, Port Huron, with a new memorial altar and win- 
dow on April 6th, 1915. 

On October 1st, 1914, I formally opened the new St. 
Peter's Parish House, Tecumseh. 

I acted as Presentor at the consecration of Rt. Rev. Wil- 
liam Frederic Faber, D. D., Bishop Coadjutor of Montana, 
in St. John's Church, Detroit, on November 10th, 1914.

We have now eighty-five clergy in the diocese, one fewer 
than last year. Three candidates, however, are awaiting 
ordination to the Diaconate and one to the Priesthood in 
June, which will increase the number of clergy by two. 

I received one candidate for Holy Orders by transfer 
from the diocese of Fond du Lac, F. R. Blaske. I have 
transferred two candidates for Holy Orders, Glen B. Coy- 
kendall, to the diocese of New York, and F. R. Blaske, to 
the diocese of West Texas.

We have forty 
licensed lay readers in the dioceses, 24 under the direction 
of the parochial clergy and 16 in the Lay Readers' League 
of the Church Club, sent out from the Bishop's office, under 
the direction of the Dean of the Detroit convocation, Rev. 
Dr. McCarroll. 

As required by canon 11, section 1, of the canons of the 
diocese, I report the following clergy receiving retiring al- 
lowances: Rev. Garrett E. Peters, Rev. George Vernor, and 
Rev. R. E. MacduflF ; applying for restoration of retiring al- 
lowance. Rev. Wm. Charles ; applying for retiring allow- 
ance, Rev. John H. Eichbaum. 

DIOCESAN MISSIONS. 

The treasurer's report will show a better financial condi- 
tion than, I think, we have ever known. All liabilities are 
met and there is a balance of over $2,000.00 in the treasury. 
Only $8.00 have been paid as interest on borrowed money 
as against $98.00 last year. Ninety- five per cent of the 
allotments to parishes and missions have been paid, which 
fact breaks our record. This condition is due to the sys- 
tematic, business-like conduct of the treasurer's office. Par- 
ishes and missions have been regularly reminded of their 
obligations and, so far as possible, quarterly payments have 
been secured, thus avoiding the necessity of borrowing 
money to cover deferred payments. For all this our most 
grateful recognition is due to the treasurer. 

I would remind the convention, however, as we con- 
gratulate ourselves on this large balance, that $1,500.00 was 
appropriated by the Board of Managers for a Canon Mis- 
sionary or Educational Secretary. This amount was not 
called for because of reasons which I shall give later. But 
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it probably will bq called for this coming year. Also the 
sum of $1,664.98 was appropriated but not used on account 
of vacancies, but by July 1st it is expected that all but one 
of these vacancies, will be filled and one, if not two, new 
fields opened. We shall need all the money we can get 

Now as to the work. There are many grounds for en- 
couragement in the field. Two beautiful new churches have 
been opened and blessed — St. Paul's, Romeo, and Grace, 
Standish. The debt on the latter amounts now to less than 
$300.00 and will soon be paid off by the energetic and de- 
voted congregation. Christ Church, Henrietta, one of our 
few rural churches, was burned to the ground last year. 
But the congregation of farmers set to work at once with a 
will to rebuild. They received some insurance money, and 
five hundred dollars from the Advent offering of the Sun- 
day Schools of the Diocese, and subscribed liberally them- 
selves. They did much of the work of excavating and haul- 
ing material, building themselves into the new structure. 
They assumed personally the remaining debt, so that a 
beautiful brick church will be awaiting consecration some 
time in June. The parish has prospered greatly under the 
administration of the faithful and capable Lay Reader, Mr. 
C. H. Merriam. One of the largest classes in the history of 
the parish was confirmed last fall. Henrietta is now one 
of the bright spots in our missionary field. 

A lot has been purchased and plans are being prepared 
for a new edifice at Plymouth where we have hitherto been 
worshipping in a rented church. 

A commodious and well-appointed Presbyterian church 
at Port Austin has been purchased with the proceeds of a 
lot and rectory sold many years ago and regular services 
will soon be started at that point. 
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Croswell and Lexington, long closed and dormant, are 
giving many signs of awakened interest and life under the 
energetic administration of Rev. Dr. Hartley. 

Sandusky, for some time vacant, will have a resident 
minister by July first, and he will also take charge of our 
missions at Deckerville and at Carsonville, where we have 
recently purchased a lot for a church. 

In the Northern Convocation we are about to divide two 
overgrown fields. Rev. Dr. Nimmo, who has always done 
the work of two or three ordinary men, is to become vicar 
of St. George's, Detroit, under the rector of St. John's. 
His field of six stations along the Mackinac division of the 
Michigan Central is to be divided. The Rev. Frank Cope- 
land of West Branch will take charge of Grayling, Gay- 
lord and St. Helen's, giving, as heretofore, week day serv- 
ices. And it is planned to serve Gladwin. Standish and 
Pinconning from Bay City by a candidate for Holy Orders 
or a clergyman, under the oversight of Rev. Mr. Jermin of 
Grace Church. It is hoped, with the aid of an extra Lay 
Reader, to give regular services every Sunday to these de- 
veloping stations, which hitherto have had services only 
every other Sunday. 

The field so long and faithfully served by our devoted 
missionary. Rev. Mr. Bulkley, is also to be divided. The 
congregation at Onaway has pledged about $600 for a resi- 
dent minister. A Deacon, soon to be ordained, will be sent 
there. He will have charge of Hagensville and Rogers 
City, where recently a most promising work has been be- 
gun. I have just given consent to the formation of St. 
Luke's Mission, Rogers City. Dean Hastings is about to be- 
gin work at Rockport. 

Trinity Church, West Branch, has released $50.00 an- 
nually of the grant hitherto made by the Board of Mis- 
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sions ; St. Mark's, Marine City, has released the whole grant 
to it, $100 annually. 

Our indefatigable general missionary has found a whole 
county where no services of this church have ever been 
held, with a county seat at present without religious serv- 
ices of any sort. There is only one church in the little town, 
a Methodist church, which has been for some time closed. 
The people seem favorably disposed towards our church 
and it is hoped to send a pioneer into this place for a time 
to see if any work can be developed. Outlying districts, 
now spiritually or religiously destitute, might be reached 
from this center which is now remote from a railroad, 
though one is being built which will finally reach it. The 
development of water powers in the vicinity promises some 
increase in the population. 

. In Detroit there are two most hopeful signs of progress. 
The Cathedral has been granted the use of the property of 
All Saints Mission for exp^imentation in social service and 
is opening there a social center or neighborhood house with 
various activities to meet the needs of the neighborhood. 

Mariners' Church has at last been made available as a 
center for active service. The Trustees have generously 
provided, out of the income of the endowment, a sum suf- 
ficient to maintain a clergyman. This has been supplemented 
by a grant of $500.00 for incidental epcpenses from the Board 
of Missions. The Rev. Paul Ziegler, after over thirty years 
of faithful service, has been elected rector emeritus and the 
Rev. Hubert W. Wells, who has had long and wide experi- 
ence in social service work, took charge as rector of Mari- 
ners* Church on May 1st. He will make a careful study of 
the neighborhood of Mariners' Church as well as of the gen- 
eral needs of the city, the undeveloped forces for social ser- 
vice in the Church, and the agencies with which the Church

may co-operate; and then develop a plan for making this 
ancient center with its endowment actively serviceable. 

St. Mary*s, Detroit, has purchased a large and well sit- 
uated lot on the corner of Canfield and Van Dyke and from 
the proceeds of the sale of their old property have built on 
the rear of the lot a commodious and handsome chapel. The 
field is rapidly growing in population and is most promising. 

These signs of growth and promise are most encouraging. 

There is one problem in our missionary field which I 
wish to bring to the attention of the Convention with the 
suggestion that it be referred to the Committee on Canons 
for their consideration. A large proportion of the congre- 
gations receiving missionary grants are parishes. Some of 
these assisted parishes have been assisted for many years 
and still maintain their parochial organization. That is, the 
diocese is partly responsible for their support but the dioce- 
san authorities, especially the bishop, have no right to regu- 
late their affairs. "These things ought not so to be." Of 
course, there occur stresses in the life of a parish when 
temporary help is needed until it gets on its own feet again. 
But temporary help ought not to become permanent. And 
there is no reason why a feeble and decaying parish 
should have privileges of self-government which are denied 
to a perhaps larger and growing young mission. Such a 
course pauperizes the parish and takes incentive to self- 
support away from the mission. 

The present Canon, providing that any parish receiving 
missionary aid may dissolve its parochial organization and 
apply to be admitted as a mission, is entirely futile. A 
canon making this permissive action mandatory would 
be too drastic. But could not a Canon be framed which 
should provide for a gradual deprivation of the privileges 
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of self-government as the period of dependence lengthened? 
Perhaps some rule like this could be adopted : 

"Any parish rceiving aid for five years shall forfeit the 
right to elect its own rector and the appointment of the 
minister in charge shall be in the hands of the Bishop." 

"Any parish receiving aid for ten years shall lose the right 
to elect its own vestry, and the appointment of the vestry 
shall be vested in the Bishop." 

"Any parish receiving aid for fifteen years shall dissolve 
its parochial organization, apply to be admitted as a mission 
and transfer the title to all its property to the Trustees of 
the Diocese." 

I suggest this only as a tentative scheme for the consid- 
eration of the Committee on Canons and the Convention. 

I recommend also to the consideration of the Convention 
and, if the convention sees fit so to refer it, to the Commit- 
tee on Canons, a Canon establishing a Diocesan Commis- 
sion on Church Architecture. (A copy of this proposed 
Canon is now in the hands of the Committee). It is drafted 
after a Canon which has been found useful in Massachu- 
setts and I believe elsewhere. The advice and oversight of 
such a commission, composed of men of experience, knowl- 
edge and good taste, would be of large value to us. They 
would secure an acceptable standard of architecture in the 
diocese and also save much unwise expenditure of money. 
The Rev. Henry J. Simpson, of Lansing, has rendered most 
valuable service in this respect during the last year. But 
we ought not to depend on chance and voluntary service. 
An official commission canonically established would have 
authority such as no volunteers could possess, however well 
qualified for the service. 
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GENERAL MISSIONS. 

The stress of the world- war now raging has affected our 
General Board of Missions in two ways — it has enlarged 
their responsibilities and decreased their resources. 

The burden of the world's work is falling largely on 
Christian America. This is especially true of the work of 
Christian Missions. England is bravely keeping up her 
share of our great common responsibility in spite of the 
strain on her national resources. But it is inevitable in the 
present crisis, when Christian civilization seems to be 
breaking down and some so-called Christian nations to be re- 
lapsing into temporary barbarity and savagery, that this par- 
amount cause of the advancement of Christ's Kingdom in 
the world should suffer, unless we come to its rescue with 
extraordinary efforts. 

The hitherto prevailing financial stringency, the natural 
effect of the great war, has crippled the giving power of our 
people, or at least has made them cut down their usual be- 
neficences. Most people in time of stress, I am sorry to say, 
apply their economies first to their benefactions, rather 
than to their luxuries. The Missionary Boards of some of 
our Christian Communions, notably the Presbyterian Board, 
have successfully and triumphantly met this searching chal- 
lenge. But our own Board faces a great deficit of $400,- 
000.00 in the budget necessary to meet its ordinary de- 
mands, without consideration of the increased obligations 
which this crisis lays upon us. 

Our own accumulated derelictions of duty in this diocese 
have helped to swell this deficit. The shame and blame of 
it rest in no small measure upon us. We have never met 
our diocesan apportionment, that is, we have never yet 
borne our fair share of the common burden. Our record 
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for the fiscal year of the Board ending September 1st, 1914, 
is as follows : Total offerings for apportionment $13,749.46 
on an apportionment of $16,740.00, an increase of $232.19 
over the year before, but $2,990.54, or nearly $3,000.00 less 
than the obligation laid upon us. Thaf is, we are still in 
the eighty per cent class, scarcely passable when tested by 
the Christian standard which is always one hundred per 
cent. Indeed nothing is of Christian grace which does not 
over-pass the limits of legal and bounden duty. The par- 
ishes and missions which met or exceeded their apportion- 
ment for this fiscal year, ending September 1st, 1914, and 
which are therefore on our honor roll for that year are as 
follows :

So far on this fiscal year we have paid $9,945.80 on an ap- 
portionment of $16,091.00, being $1,127.67 more than last 
year. Twenty-nine congregations have already completed 
their apportionment for the current year. 

I have sent out a pastoral letter to all congregations in 
the diocese, asking them to make a special effort to meet 
the present emergency by carrying out the "one day's in- 
come" campaign, recommended by the Board. The results 
of that appeal will be known when this morning's offering 
is counted. In addition to this offering, the General Board 
reports that up to April 19th, 1915, the sum of $1,086.00 
has been contributed to the emergency fund by this diocese, 
$600.00 coming from one parish, St. John's, Detroit. 

But special appeals and spasmodic and emotional efforts 
are neither wholesome nor to be relied upon. The "King's 
business" should be conducted in a business-like way. That 
is the intent of the apportionment plan. There is not a 
congregation in this diocese that can not easily meet and 
more than meet its just share of our common obligation, if 
the congregation goes about it in a systematic, business-like 
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way. The burden is very carefully and scientifically ad- 
justed to the abilities and resources of the congregation. 

I want to impress again upon the various vestries that the 
meeting of the apportionment laid upon the local church is 
made by canon their business. If every vestry in the dio- 
cese would figure the apportionment for general missions 
into the annual budget of the parish and then, by a member 
to member canvass with the duplex envelope system, put 
it up to the congregation individually, the whole problem 
would be solved. If the clergy will lead and the vestry 
follow, the congregations will meet and exceed their duty. 
Therefore, it seems to me, our failure rests chiefly upon the 
lack of leadership on the part of the clergy or loyalty on 
the part of the vestries and not on the unwillingness or ina- 
bility of the congregations. 

The Diocesan Branch of the Women's Auxiliary have 
just closed another year of faithful and fruitful service. 
They report:

The Junior Auxiliary reports :

The Girls* Friendly Society have done their usual good 
work and besides have maintained the Holiday House and 
the convalescent cottage at Pine Lake and also the Rest 
Room in the Broadway Market building in Detroit. I had 
the pleasure during Lent of conducting in this Rest Room 
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a Bible Class, introductory to the study of the Prophets of 
Israel. 

The Church Club of the Diocese has rendered its usual 
invaluable service to the diocese and to the Bishop during 
the past year and has also enlarged its scope and increased 
its activities. The club has some important plans and sug- 
gestions to lay before the convention. I request that these 
plans and suggestions receive the earnest and careful con- 
sideration of the convention. 

In conclusion I want to lay a most weighty matter before 
your attention and, if possible, upon your minds and con- 
sciences. I can do so the more briefly because the details 
of the situation will be put before you at this evening's ses- 
sion by the committee on the State of the Church and the 
Diocesan Board of Religious Education. 

In my last convention address I intimated that a study 
of the statistics of our Church in Detroit for the past 
twenty years had been made by a committee of the Church 
Club and the results of that study were both startling and 
alarming. I recommended that the committee on the State 
of the Church be requested, during the convention year 
now closing, to make a careful study of that report and to 
pursue a similar investigation into the statistics of our 
Church throughout the diocese. That task has been done 
most laboriously and thoroughly by the committee, to whom 
we owe our hearty thanks. This work covers a period of 
35 or 40 years in the diocese outside of Detroit and of 20 
years in Detroit. 

I shall let their findings speak for themselves, only asking 
your most earnest and thoughtful consideration of them and 
adding a few general comments of my own and some prac- 
tical recommendations. 
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The report will show in general that in the diocese outside 
of Detroit the Church has on the average grown more rap- 
idly than the population, certain centers being excepted; 
that in Detroit the growth of the Church has fallen far be- 
low the increase of the population of the city, and also far 
below the growth of certain other religious bodies. To 
illustrate, — the population of the city has more than 
doubled, the rate being in fact 175%. No Protestant com- 
munion has kept pace with this growth. The Methodists 
lead with an increase of 139%, the Presbyterians following 
with 82% and the Baptists with 49%. And we bring up 
the rear with only 18%. 

Moreover, in neighboring cities, in more or less like 
condition with ourselves, such as Pittsburgh, Buffalo, Cleve- 
land and Cincinnati, the Church has grown far more rapidly 
than the population, in some instances two or three times 
as fast. In Detroit alone has the Church fallen behind 
the rate of increase of population, but in Detroit she has 
fallen far behind. In the country at large the Church has 
increased 74% ; in Detroit only 18%. Once our Church in 
Detroit held the record as having the largest number of 
communicants in ratio to the population of all the cities 
west of the Alleghanies. She has now lost that position. 

These facts ought to cause deep searchings of heart, mind 
and conscience among churchmen, they ought to lead to 
patient and careful investigation of the causes of this fall- 
ing off, and finally to wise and energetic action to meet the 
situation. 

I do not care at this time to make any specific recom- 
mendations along this line. I leave those to the committee 
that shall be appointed to study the problem. But I should 
like to put certain questions before that committee and 
before the convention. 
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Are we realizing our claim to be a part of the Holy 
Catholic Church, a Church for all peoples, classes, tongues 
and races, or are we dwindling into a sect which ministers 
to people of one tongue and race only and to a particular 
class in that section of the community? 

Do we make any attempt to minister to, assimilate and 
christianize the foreign-born who are pouring in such 
hordes into our city, or do we confine our work more or less 
exclusively to the elite of the English speaking population? 

Are our parishes and missions centers of aggressive work 
and ministry, that is, are they missionary in character, 
or are they close corporations, ecclesiastical family clubs, 
content to minister to a chosen clientele? 

One leakage is clearly discernable; scores and perhaps 
hundreds of communicants of this Church come into De- 
troit every year from outlying parishes and missions. They 
often bring no letters from their former rectors or pastors. 
Or if they do, they are too timid or careless to present 
them. They do not feel at home. They do not know where 
to go. And finally they end by going nowhere or else are 
snapped up by some Christian body more aggressive, that 
is, more missionary than the proverbially conservative and 
cold Episcopal Church. 

I would suggest to all rectors and pastors outside of 
Detroit who know of any members of their flocks, whether 
communicants or not, moving to Detroit, that they send 
to my office th^ names and city addresses of such persons 
that I may assign them to the care of the nearest Detroit 
rector. 

One word of caution I would give to this committee 
and to the convention against undue exultation over the ap- 
parent large growth of the Church in the diocese outside of 
Detroit. Statistics are deceptive and percentages super- 
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latively so. When figures are small, percentages are large, 
but mean little. For example, here is a small mission station 
in a town of a thousand or twelve hundred. The population 
shows a slight decrease in ten years. The Church shows an 
increase of 34% and we rejoice. But when we look into the 
facts we find that the congregation had ten communicants 
ten years ago and now has 13. An increase of three in ten 
years in a population of 1,000 is not ground for undue 
exultation ! And furthermore we find that there have been 
no services held in that church for a period of months, per- 
haps of a year or two. We must go behind statistics and 
percentages to get at the real facts. I have no doubt that 
the Church in the diocese outside of Detroit has grown 
faster than the population. But I doubt whether its real 
strength and growth are what the statistics would seem to 
make them. 

But the most important and most ominous fact disclosed 
by this investigation is this: Our weakest spot is our 
most vital spot, the training and nurture of the children 
of the Church. 

While the Methodists have 20% more children in their 
Sunday Schools than they have members in their churches, 
our Church has only 44% as many children in our Sunday 
Schools as we have communicants in our churches. There 
are about 18,000 communicants in the Diocese of Michigan, 
and less than 8,000 children in our Sunday Schools ! It is 
a more or less common thing to see a Methodist, Presby- 
terian or Baptist church with a Sunday School of 1,000 
to 1,200. The largest Sunday School in this diocese, St. 
Joseph's, Detroit, has 400 enrolled with an attendance of 
300; the next, Epiphany, Detroit, has 300, while churches 
with between 1,000 and 1,800 communicants will have 200 
or less in the Sunday School. That is, there is one Sunday 
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School pupil to about five adult members of the Church. 
As a general rule, there are fewer children in the Sunday 
School in the average parish than there are families, not 
individual communicants, but families, enrolled in the 
parish. And what is more startling, we have fewer children 
in our Sunday Schools today than we had twenty years ago 
in spite of the growth in the communicant membership of 
the Church. In Detroit, for example, twenty years ago 
we had enrolled 4,785 scholars. Today we have only 3,541, 
a loss of 1,244, or over 25%. 

These facts suggest some questions. 

We boast of our past. Are we a Church wholly of the 
past and with no future before us? 

Are we all nonogenarians ? Have our families no chil- 
dren, and if not, why not? Are our young married people 
cursed with sterility and barrenness, and if so, why? Or 
are they refusing their highest duty and most blessed 
privilege, the bearing and rearing of children ? 

And if our own people have few or no children, why do 
we confine ourselves to them? Are our parishes, as I have 
said, exclusive ecclesiastical clubs? Are there no children 
yet unreached and unshepherded ? If so, why are we not 
doing our duty by them ? Are our own children straying off 
to other more attractive folds and receiving alien training or 
else getting no religious education and spiritual nurture of 
any sort ? 

Our missionary policy is often radically wrong. There are 
over a score of missions in this diocese that have no Sunday 
Schools, perhaps thirty of them. We simply gather little 
flocks of adults, hardened saints or hardened sinners, with 
whom we can expect to do little or nothing and let the 
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plastic children go. In starting a new mission I would 
take three steps in this order: 

1. Gather a Sunday School. 

2. Organize a Woman's Auxiliary. 

3. Gather a congregation and organize a mission. 
Such a church would grow. If a graphic chart were 

made of any church in this diocese, you would find the line 
of vital statistics, baptisms and confirmations, following the 
line of the development of the Sunday School. When the 
Sunday School is strong, the parish is strong; when the 
Sunday School is weak, the parish is weak. 

In my last convention address I stressed this matter of 
religious education with the utmost emphasis I could com- 
mand. I tried to lay this primary and most vital cause 
upon the hearts, minds and consciences of the clergy, the 
vestries, the parents and churchmen of this diocese. I fear 
you thought it was all mere talk and paid little attention to 
it. Now I lay these facts before you that you may know 
that the talk had ample grounds for justification. If ap- 
peals will not move you, perhaps facts will. 

I ask that the Diocesan Board of Religious Education 
address itself seriously to the study of this problem during 
the coming year. I ask that the clergy take it up in their 
parishes. I ask that the vestries give it earnest considera- 
tion. I ask that Christian parents and Christian people 
concern themselves with it. 

And particularly I ask this: The vital point in our 
Sunday Schools is efficiency. We can not compete with 
some of the Christian bodies about us in sensational at- 
tractions such as entertainments, etc., though these may 
have a legitimate function within right limits and we ought 
not to despise or neglect them. 
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But we have, in our ritual, liturgy, Christian year, sym- 
bolism, in fact in our whole cultus, the most admirable sys- 
tem that could be devised for the religious training and nur- 
ture of children. Why are we not making that system ef- 
ficient? That is the point to which we should address our- 
selves. We must win and attract by efficiency. 

I recommend, therefore, the following program. 

1. A thorough study of this problem of Sunday School 
efficiency by our Diocesan Board of Religious Education, 
with all the help we can get from the General Board of Re- 
ligious Education. 

2. The establishment of a "Correspondence Course of 
Advice and Instruction" by the Diocesan Board of Relig- 
ious Education in all parishes and missions willing to co- 
operate in the plan, with a view to standardizing our Sun- 
day Schools as to systems of instruction, methods of organ- 
ization, etc. An utter chaos in these matters now prevails 
throughout the diocese. 

3. The holding of parish Institutes, as suggested by the 
Church Club, with special instruction on Sunday School 
problems by representatives of the Diocesan Board of Relig- 
ious Education. 

4. The employment of a trained "efficiency expert," if 
one can be had, as a Religious Education Secretary of the 
Diocese, whose business it shall be to study the whole prob- 
lem and help in the organization of our Sunday Schools upon 
a basis of efficiency. 

Last year I asked for a man who should be the Canon 
Missionary or General Missionary for the southern part of 
the diocese and also Religious Education Secretary for the 
Diocese. The first need is as pressing as ever. The Church 
is not developing as it should in the southern part of the 
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diocese and it has not sufficient oversight and work be- 
stowed upon it. 

But the second need is paramount and the first must give 
way to it. The most efficient Secretary of Religious Edu- 
cation would find all that he could do and more than he 
could do in the Diocese of Michigan. 

When I put this matter up to the convention last year, 
you approved. You said to nie in apostolic benediction, "Go 
in peace, be ye warmed and filled. And yet you gave me 
not the things needful." Fortunately the Board of Mis- 
sions found it in its heart to appropriate $1,500.00 towards 
the salary and I promised $500.00 out of the funds at my 
disposal. I secured the right man, but St. John's Church, 
Detroit, took him from me. The same resources are avail- 
able this year, but a salary of $2,500.00 at least ought to be 
secured, and then travelling expenses be paid by parishes 
and missions visited. The Diocesan Board of Religious 
Education and the Bishop are in constant correspondence 
with the General Board with a view to getting the right 
man. It is a difficult thing to do as the field is new and 
few men have the training and experience for the work. 
But we hope we may find the man. I hope the convention 
will approve and support the plan. 

I am sorry to be obliged to set before you so many 
discouraging facts, but I feel obliged to tell you the whole 
truth as I see it. I feel my own full share of responsibility 
for the situation. I doubtless have failed in my leader- 
ship and administration as your Bishop — but yet I 
can not quite shoulder the whole blame, as my 
Episcopate has lasted not quite ten years, and this 
downward trend in our Sunday Schools began twenty, 
thirty, perhaps forty years ago. But the facts ought not 
to be discouraging, but rather challenging, as difficulties and 
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problems always are to brave men. Let us so face them 
and address ourselves to their challenge. 

I commend heartily to you the work of the General 
Board of Religious Education and ask that an appropriation 
of $404.00 be made to meet our Diocesan apportionment for 
its support. This sum was paid last year by the treasurer 
without authorization. He will ask your sanction of his 
action in this matter. 

I cannot close this address without an expression of deep 
personal gratitude to the Chancellor of the Diocese, Mr. 
James Cosslett Smith, and the Secretary of the Trustees, 
Mr. Lewis H. Paddock, for most valuable legal services 
rendered to the diocese and rendered without remuneration 
and at the cost of much time and labor. They deserve the 
grateful recognition of the convention and the diocese.

I have held services regularly on the Monday before the last 
Tuesday every month at 7:30 p. m., Standard time, in Gaylord. The 
distance from Standish to Gaylord is ninety-one miles and a half. 
So that in reaching Gaylord and Grayling I have traveled in the 
last conventional year 2,196 miles, counting in the return trip to 
Standish. I sent 24 postal cards to Gaylord and 26 to Grayling, to 
remind each member or attendant of the services a week before I 
am due in either place. I also put a notice in the Crawford Ava- 
lanche for Grayling. 

There arc no collections taken up in Gaylord and the services 
are held in private houses, each are inviting us in their turn. I am 
generally entertained in the house where we hold service in Gay- 
lord. 

On the last Tuesday in the month I hold service in Grayling. 
The people rent the Danish Lutheran Church for their services, 
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paying $1.50 a service to the trustees of the church. It is a beauti- 
ful building and well adapted to our purposes.

Annual Report of the G. F. S. in Michigan. 

The Annual Festival Service was held in Trinity Church, De- 
troit, May 29, at 7 :45 p. m. The preacher was the Rev. H. H. H. 
Fox, rector of St. John's Church, Detroit. After the service Trinity 
Branch served refreshments during the social hour. 

Saturday, May 30, at 9:30 the Annual Corporate Communion 
for Associates was celebrated in St. John's Church. This was fol- 
lowed by the Diocesan Council Meeting. 

The principal activity of the Society this year has been in con- 
nection with the Alexandrine Rest Room, which has been in charge 
of Miss E. T. Greene. There are ten branches affiliated with this 
work, besides fifty-nine members at large. All the Executive Com- 
mittee meetings, special Council meetings, two Conferences for As- 
sociates and Bishop Williams' Bible Class, have been held here. One 
branch has held its regular weekly meetings here. Other branches 
from time to time have entertained.

CONSTITUTION. 

I. The Commission shall consist of a sub-committee of the 
Board of Managers of the Board of Missions, to include the Bishop 
as President ex-officio, the Treasurer of the Missionary Committee, 
and four other members, who shall be appointed by the Bishop. 

II. There shall be created a fund to be called the Church 
Building Fund of the Diocese of Michigan, which shall be de- 
voted to aiding in the erection or purchase of churches, rectories 
and parish houses in such places where such assistance shall be 
necessary or expedient. 

III. It shall be the duty of this Commission to use all means 
in its power for the formation and increase of said fund, to have 
charge and custody thereof, and to apply the same in either building 
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or purchase of churches, rectories and parish houses in this Diocese, 
at the discretion of the Commission. And furthermore, pro- 
vided that the amount donated be determined by the Commis- 
sion with reference to the total estimated cost. 

IV. The Treasurer of the Missionary Committee shall be treas- 
urer of this Commission. Three members shall constitute a quorum 
for the transaction of business, but no appropriation of funds shall 
become effective until it receives the written approval of the Bishop 
of the Diocese. '| 

V. Sai(i Commission may itiake such by-laws for the conduct 
of business as shall seem best adapted for all its business, and shall 
make an annual report of all its proceedings and condition of the 
fund to the Missionary Committee of the Diocese to be mcorporated 
in their report to the Convention of the Diocese. 

VI. The pledges to said Fund shall be revocable at pleasure 
of the, makers. No more than five calls or less than three for 
payment on such pledges shall be made in one year. 

VII. This Constitution may be amended only by the Mis- 
sionary Committee of the Diocese. 

BY-LAWS. 



Meetings of the Cl;iurch,. Building Fund Commission of the 
Diocese of Michigan shall be called by the Bishop of the Diocese, 
or in his absence from the Diocese, by the Secretary, and the busi- 
ness to come before the Commission shall be stated in the call.

OFFICERS. 

The officers of said Commission shall be a President, who shall 
be the Bishop of the Diocese, and. a Treasurer as provided for in 
the Constitution, who shall also act as Secretary. 



All applications for grants from the funds of the Commission 
shall be made by the vestry of the parish or Committee of the 
Mission, countersigned by the Rector, -or by the irtinister in charge, 
or in the <ibscnce of such officer,- by one«of the Wardens or the Sec- 
retary of the Mission. • 
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FISCAL YEAR. 

The fiscal year of said Commission shall be the same as that of 
the Missionary Committee of the Diocese. 

ALTERATIONS. 

These by-laws may be altered or amended at a meeting of the 
Commission, by a two-thirds vote of those present, notice of pro- 
posed changes having been given in the written call for the meet- 
ing of the Commission. 

RESOLUTION. 

Before any general solicitation of funds for church purposes 
shall be made in the Diocese, the approval of the Church Building 
Fund Commission should be obtained, in accordance with resolution 
passed by the Missionary Committee.
